BRIAN GIBBS is an artist specialized in Pin Up and Fetish- 
themed vector illustration. That's with no doubt his biggest pas- 
sion although he also works on a more commercial area for in- 
ternational brands such as Gizmobi, BMW, Porsche, Renault, 
Audi or Casio amongst others. You can find his work at some 
of the best websites dedicated to art in Internet: FineArtAmeri- 
ca, Redbubble or Deviantart, are just some of the sites where 
he's one of the most admired illustrators by both his profession 
colleagues and all those who as we do, appreciate the me- 
ticulous perfectionism he puts on each work he produces. His 
most recent professional achievement is to have been inclu- 
ded in the book "The Contemporary Pin-Up Illustration" by 
Schiffer Publishing, to be released sometime between July and 
December of this year. 

You just have to search on Google for images signed under his 
artistic nickname kiwiartyfarty and hundreds of excellent 
samples of his work will come up immediately. The images he 
creates are 1 00% vector. The technical possibilities this great gra- 
phic tool offers, allows him working on any format and size, even 



on the big scale which is needed to produce for instance a giant 
billboard that covers an area of several meters. For his most crea- 
tive works, he of course finds his biggest source of inspiration in 
the ample world of Photography and specially in that one based 
on the female figure of explosive models who are undoubtedly 
what the fantasist mind of an illustrator of this genre needs. A fish 
cannot live without water, and the artistic capability of Brian would 
surely be completely unrealized if these women wouldn't be part 
of his work. Like an always hungry talent scout, he recruits them 
mostly via Internet for his most personal portfolio which features 
some of the most gorgeous and iconic models of the international 
alternative scene. 

It's such a honor for us to be once again the first Spanish publi- 
cation presenting such a renown artist whose magnificent work 
is already so widely recognized, that in a near future we can just 
expect that those who write about the Pop Culture history are 
obliged to mention his name when speaking about the best gra- 
phic art of the 21st Century. 




SH: Hola Brian, muchas gracias por colaborar con 
nuestra revista. Somos grandes admiradores de tu 
trabajo asf que es un honor contar contigo en estas 
paginas. Cuentanos como comenzaste tu carrera. 
Por lo que hemos visto en tu portfolio, antes de que 
desarrollases tus increfbles habilidades en el arte del 
vector, eras mas bien un ilustrador/disehador grafi- 
co. <j,Es eso correcto? 

BG: Kia Ora (hola en idioma maon). Ante todo, gracias 
por las bonitas palabras sobre mi trabajo. Respecto a mis 
inicios, si, comence como disenador grafico y descubn 
un mercado para un tipo de ilustracion mas nitida que 
podia ser reproducida con la mejor calidad que cualquier 
dispositivo informatico pudiera ofrecer. Me gustaba el 
trabajo con vectores porque podia controlar el tamano 
del dibujo y los angulos, lo cual suponia que mis ilus- 
traciones pudieran ser reproducidas perfectamente con 
cualquier medio de impresion. 

SH: Ya que has mencionado la palabra maon, haga- 
mos un inciso antes de continuar con las preguntas 
propiamente dichas. Eres de Nueva Zelanda, <j,cier- 
to? 

BG: Correcto, concretamente soy un descendiente de la 
Tribu Ngapuhi, del norte de la isla. Mi madre nacio en 
Cambridge, Inglaterra, pero mi padre era un chico "kiwi" 
maon. Mi nombre artistico hace tambien referenda al 
termino "kiwi" que es ese simpatico pajaro endemico de 
Nueva Zelanda, aunque la palabra se usa hoy dia para 
denominar a los que hemos nacido y vivimos aqui. 

SH: Eso es interesante. Conozco el termino "kiwi" 
porque tuve un novio de New Zealand hace ahos, tan 
barrigon y absurdo como ese pajaro (bromeo, el pa- 
jaro es una criatura adorable). Siguiendo con la en- 
trevista ... ^Sigues dibujando del modo tradicional o 
eso es ahora parte del pasado? 

BG: (jJajaja!) Si, uso varios medios y tecnicas para 
dibujar, como puedan ser pinturas, lienzos, el tatuaje o 
simplemente un lapiz o un boligrafo. Estos dos ultimos 
me encantan. Con estas herramientas se trabaja rapi- 
damente y el proceso creativo se va desarrollando tan 
pronto como voy dibujando. Sigo realizando retratos con 
boligrafo especialmente para familias, o para recaudar 
fondos para escuelas y otras instituciones. Esto me re- 
cuerda un par de historias que quiero compartir: Conoci 
a un joven padre que no podia ver a su hija por des- 
avenencias con su ex-pareja, asf que realice un retrato 
con lapiz de su hija y se lo presente. Se echo a llorar y 
me dijo que nunca sabna cuanto significaba para el que 
ahora pudiese ver a su hija cada dia. Otra anecdota pre- 
ciosa que tengo es la de una anciana a quien realice un 
dibujo de ella con su marido ya fallecido. Me conto que 
se sentaba y tomaba una taza de te mientras le hablaba 
al dibujo. Estas cosas hacen que algunos trabajos sean 
muy especiales para mi. 

SH: Guau, ^sabes que? jAhora soy yo quien se ha 
emocionado con esas historias! Volviendo al hilo ... 
^Es este tu trabajo habitual? Si es asf, ^como va el 
negocio, recibes muchos encargos? 

BG: Mi trabajo es una mezcla de cosas aunque siem- 
pre estoy dibujando. Por ahora trabajo en la industria 
de la Informatica, dando clases y reparando sistemas 
informaticos de Apple Macintosh unos cuatro dias a la 
semana. Los otros tres dias los dedico a dibujar image- 
nes que vendo en Internet a traves de varias paginas. 
Comercialmente hablando, la ilustracion de productos 
como coches o instrumental medico es la que me da un 
mayor beneficio. Pero cada vez que entro en Facebo- 
ok veo a tantas personas con un look tan iconico, que 
entonces decido contactarlas a todas con la intencion 
de dibujarlas. Mis encargos provienen generalmen- 
te del mercado del fetichismo en Europa, en el que he 
conocido a la gente mas abierta de mente con la que 
he llegado a tratar jamas. Comparten conmigo ideas e 
imagenes que son muy intimas con absoluta naturali- 
dad. Yo creo una imagen que las parejas por ejemplo 
adoran. Es una pena que este tipo de trabajo sea priva- 
do aunque imagino que eso es lo que lo hace especial. 

SH: Vamos a decir que estoy leyendo esta entrevista 



y flipando con tu arte, asf que considero seriamente 
el tener una de tus fantasticas ilustraciones en una 
de las paredes de mi casa. ^Cual es el precio aproxi- 
mado por uno de tus dibujos y en que tipo de forma- 
to entregas el producto final? 

BG: El precio medio por una de mis ilustraciones es 
de 300 € y el formato que entrego es el vector original 
en formato ".ai" o "eps", con ejemplos en "jpg" tanto en 
alta como en baja resolution. Si el cliente no dispone de 
Adobe Illustrator, le proveo de un archivo digital en el 
formato que prefiera y con las dimensiones que desee. 
Puedo tambien colgar las imagenes en mi propia pagina, 
de manera que el cliente pueda descargarlas sin coste 
extra alguno y seguir obteniendo las impresiones de ma- 
yor calidad en el mundo. 

SH: ^Cuanto tiempo empleas en hacer cada ilustra- 
cion? 

BG: Cada imagen es una historia completamente distin- 
ta, pero suelo tardar entre 3 y 5 horas. Para una imagen 
de cuerpo entero empleo unos 2 dias, entre que perfilo 
los detalles y repaso varias veces el concepto y la efecti- 
vidad visual de la composition. Para los retratos de fami- 
lia hechos a lapiz suelo necesitar 2 horas como maximo. 

SH: Siento curiosidad ... ^Trabajas durante la noche 
o durante el dfa? Casi todos los artistas, no importa 
a que se dediquen, suelen preferir la noche, asf que 
por eso te lo pregunto. (Tambien quiero seguir con- 
vencida de que no soy el unico bicho raro). 

BG: Bonita pregunta. Trabajo mayormente durante el 
dia, pero mientras dibujo el tiempo parece detenerse. 
Honestamente, puedo dibujar durante 24 horas sin parar. 
Es tan grato el sentimiento de ver como una ilustracion 
va tomando forma. Quizas me detengo de vez en cuando 
para fumar un cigarrillo o comer algo. jNo me molesta 
trabajar asi siempre y cuando tenga al alcance una be- 
bida energetical 

SH: Pareces estar especializandote cada dfa mas y 
mas en ilustraciones relacionadas con el fetichismo, 
pues vemos que muchas de las chicas que vecto- 
rizas estan vestidas con prendas de lustroso latex, 
que obviamente te proporciona montones de opcio- 
nes a la hora de jugar con ciertos efectos. Demonios, 
jalgunas de esas ilustraciones son tan realistas que 
casi puedes sentir el tacto del latex en ellas! Aun asf, 
<5,hay otro tipo de dibujo que disfrutes tanto como el 
de estilo fetichista? 

BG: El estilo Fetish es excitante en su propia naturaleza 
y no existen reglas que debas seguir, aunque las Pin Ups 
son tambien muy interesantes a la hora de dibujarlas. Lo 
que realmente quiero capturar es ese efecto que te hace 
pensar "joder, eso es precioso" tanto cuando muestro to- 
dos los detallitos como cuando soy mas crudo. 

SH: Siempre estas buscando modelos y adivinamos 
que no es diffcil el tenerlas de tu lado pues a todas 
ellas (y me incluyo yo tambien) debe encantarles ser 
una de "tus chicas" y formar parte de tu portfolio. 
Quien podrfa negarse a eso. Pero hemos visto tam- 
bien a algunos chicos en tu portfolio. ^Pasa a me- 
nudo que no solo mujeres quieran tener este tipo de 
trabajo realizado por ti? (De cualquier modo, seguro 
que prefieres mucho mas dibujar chicas, jeje) 

BG: j Jaja! Si, dibujar una mujer bonita es el sueno, quien 
no querna dibujar las seductoras curvas y la imagen 
sexual de una mujer de verdad. Pero para serte sincero, 
las modelos pueden ser dificiles de conseguir a veces, 
pues muchas de ellas venden su imagen tambien en In- 
ternet, aunque todavia no he recibido queja alguna. Los 
chicos tambien piden ser dibujados pero no es mi nicho. 
Para ellos tengo algunos amigos artistas que conozco de 
Internet que si buscan modelos masculinos. Con lo que 
suelo disfrutar es con las ilustraciones que representan a 
hombres zombies o vampiros. Eso es divertido y normal- 
mente no tardo mas de una hora en hacerlas. 

SH: Cuando repasamos tu portfolio encontramos al- 
gunas modelos que te han servido de inspiracion en 
varias ocasiones. ^Quien fue la primera modelo que 
se convirtio en una musa para ti? 
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BG: ASMONDENA STARSHINE, ella fue sin 
duda mi primera musa y todavia hoy sigue siendo 
una de mis modelos favoritas a la hora de trabajar 
con vectores. Es una mujer increible que conoci

ficientemente agradecido. Por supuesto hay

SH: i Y que modelo te mueres de ganas de te- 
ner en tu portfolio? Aunque pensar en solo una 
debe ser probablemente absurdo teniendo 
en cuenta los millones de modelos preciosas 
que andan por ahL. 

BG: Si, es dificil decidirse, aunque vuestra ultima 
chica de portada (MEGAN RENEE) es una de 

las que siempre quise dibujar. Hemos estado en 
contacto varias veces pero el problema es que su 
imagen es lo que ella vende. Debo decir no obs- 
tante que muchas de mis imagenes mas bonitas 
y creativas no provienen de modelos. Creo que 
hay siempre un momento en el tiempo en que to- 
dos tenemos la habilidad de reflejar una imagen 
especifica. 

SH: Bueno, pues creo que Megan deberia 
darte permiso para usar alguna de sus es- 
tupendas fotos. La chica es un bombonazo 
y sin duda te daria mucho juego. Aparte de 
las modelos que puedas descubrir en Inter- 
net, i,sucede que ves una mujer por la calle y 
piensas "guau, estaria divina si pudiese vec- 
torizarla"? (No me digas que piensas en otras 
cosas aparte de vectorizarlas, jeje, es solo 
una broma) 

BG: jJaja! SI, veo mujeres bonitas por la calle a 
quienes me encantana dibujar, aunque la mayo- 
na de las chicas "kiwi" te mandaria a la mierda 
si les preguntases. Respecto al comentario entre 
parentesis, reconozco tener una preciosa novia 
coreana, asi que estoy bien servido jeje. 

SH: Somos unos completes ignorantes en 
cualquier proceso digital, creeme, incluso ma- 
nejar InDesign es a veces una autentica pe- 
sadilla para nosotros. Sin embargo, estamos 
seguros de que ambos, los estudiantes que 
estan comenzando a desarrollar sus habilida- 
des asi como los aficionados al Diseho Gra- 
fico, apreciaran saber que programas usas, 
cuales son tus herramientas indispensables. 
BG: En primer lugar, uso una computadora Apple. 



Mi aplicacion favorita es Adobe Illustrator y por 
supuesto uso una pantalla tactil Wacom es algo 
que no me puede faltar. Montones de memoria 
RAM en el ordenador son algo obligado cuando 
trabajas con vectores y algo no menos importan- 
te: Debes tener buen pulso y mucha paciencia. 

SH: ^Ofreces talleres o seminarios? 

BG: No por ahora, pero ya me han preguntado 
muchas universidades y politecnicas si hacia 
esto. Quizas lo haga cuando me retire, aunque el 
arte es algo que sigues aprendiendo siempre, asi 
que lo hare hasta el dia que me muera. 

SH: Has trabajado ya con grandes compa- 
mas. ^Prefieres no obstante un trabajo mas 
autonomo? 

BG: Si, he trabajado para muchas companias y 
sigo teniendo proyectos con algunas de ellas en 
estos momentos. BMW de Alemania fue una de 
mis favoritas pues requerian de la mejor ilustra- 
cion para reproducirla en periodicos. Actualmente 
trabajo para Fisher & Paykel Healthcare y es 
todo un reto ilustrar cada uno de los productors 
que crean para apneas del sueno, etc. Mis dise- 
nos para Gizmobi se venden tambien a tope en 
New Zealand. Otra idea que me ronda la cabeza 
es la de meterme en la industria del cine america- 
no, pero de momento es solo un proyecto mas. 

SH: Hemos apreciado que cuando aumenta- 
mos al maximo la imagen en pantalla de mu- 
chas de tus ilustraciones de personas, viendo 
los pixeles reales, los rostros aparecen nor- 
malmente como si estuviesen algo difumina- 
dos, al contrario que otras partes de la com- 
posicion como puedan ser las ropas u otros 
accesorios que aparecen mas definidos. 
i,Responde esto a alguna razon en particular 
o se trata unicamente de otro efecto especial 
propio de tu estilo? 

BG: Siempre intento conseguir imagenes a gran 
resolucion con las que pueda trabajar. Basica- 
mente, lo que pueda ver podre dibujarlo e inclu- 
so redefinirlo, pero la mayoria de gente dispone 
siempre de imagenes en baja resolucion. Me 
gusta no obstante la mezcla de alta definicion con 
algunas partes mas difusas. A veces juego sim- 
plemente con ideas, para explorar otras posibili- 
dades del programa de edicion que este usando. 

SH: Comprendo. En cualquier caso nunca lo 
he visto como un defecto en absolute, sino 
que tal y como dices, la combination de alta 
definicion con partes mas difuminadas re- 
sulta del todo atractiva. i,Hay algo mas que 
todavia necesites aprender sobre el arte del 
vector? i,Algo que tengas que implementar 
a lo que haces actualmente o lo que vemos 
en estas paginas ya supone el nivel mas alto 
que puedes alcanzar en este tipo de proceso 
grafico? 

BG: Siempre hay mas que aprender y algunas 



imagenes son perfectas para ser revectorizadas 
otra vez, aunque a veces hay otras que encajan 
mejor con Photoshop u otros programas de edi- 
cion. 

SH: i,Cual es la parte mas complicada del pro- 
ceso de vectorizacion? 

BG: En primer lugar es necesario tener una bue- 
na calidad en la imagen original con la que se tra- 
baja, y entonces debes entender los controles del 
software en cuanto a color, opacidad y los bordes 
esfumados. A menor calidad en la imagen, mas 
complicado es trabajar las opciones con las dis- 
tintas capas. 

SH: Por cierto, luces unos tatuajes impresio- 
nantes. <j,Los has disehado todos tu mismo? 

BG: No todos los he disehado yo. Un artista es 
un cliente muy duro de contentar cuando se tra- 
ta de lucir su propio arte. Dos de los mejores ta- 
tuadores de New Zealand, GLENN CHANDLER 
de "TAT24U" y PETER BAUER de "UPTOWN 
TATTOO" me han ayudado a crear mis tatuajes. 
Ellos son probablemente los dos unicos tatuado- 
res que respeto lo suficiente como para que me 
tatuen. Tambien puedo presumir te disponer del 
tiempo suficiente para tatuarme cuando me ape- 
tezca. Lo que me ocurre a menudo es que mu- 
cha gente me pregunta si soy tatuador o si diseho 
tatuajes en cuanto ven que mi brazo izquierdo y 
mi mano estan cubiertos con tinta. Lo divertido es 
cuando un turista me pregunta si puedo abrazar- 
me a su esposa para que pueda hacerle una foto 
conmigo. 

SH: Jeje, jBrian Gibbs, nueva atraccion turis- 
tica en New Zealand! Para acabar, ^que pro- 
yectos tienes en camino de los que puedas 
hablarnos? iQue es lo proximo en la vida 
profesional de Brian Gibbs? 

BG: Actualmente estoy presentando mi trabajo 
a muchos editores de todo el mundo, lo cual es 
muy excitante. De momento mi trabajo ha sido ya 
aceptado para formar parte del libra "The Con- 
temporary Pin-Up Illustration" de Schiffer Pu- 
blishing, que estara a la venta hacia finales de 
aho. 

SH: Mucha suerte en todo Brian, aunque no la 
necesitas porquetus ilustraciones jse venden 
solas!

SH: Hi Brian, thanks very much for collaborating with 
our magazine. We are big fans of your work so it's a 
honour to count on someone with such a mastery 
on what you do. Tell us how did you start your career 
and how your beginnings were.. .For what we've seen 
in your portfolio, before you developed your amazing 
skills on vector art, you were more an illustrator/Gra- 
phic Designer. Is that correct? 

BG: Kia Ora (hello in Maori language). First of all, thanks 
for the nice comments on my work. Yes, I started in Graphic 
Design and saw a market for clean artwork that could be re- 
produced to the best quality of any output device, I like the 
postscript artwork initially because I could control the dot 
size and angles which meant my artwork would reproduce 
perfectly in any print media. 

SH: Now that you've mentioned the word Maori, let's 
make a break before we go on with the questions of the 
interview ... You're from New Zealand, right? 

BG: Correct, and I am a descendant of the Ngapuhi Tribe 
from the north of the island to be exacts. Mi mother was 
born in Cambridge, England, but my father was a "kiwi" 
Maori boy. My artistic name makes also reference to the 
"kiwi" term for that lovely bird endemic of New Zealand, 
although the word is commonly used nowadays to name 
all the people who's born and/or lives here. 

SH: That's interesting. I knew the term "kiwi" because 
I had a boyfriend a few years ago who had a bit of a 
paunch and who was as absurd as that bird (I'm joking, 
the bird is just an adorable creature, haha). Continuing 
with the interview ... Do you still draw in the traditional 
way or that's now part of the past? 

BG: Hahaha! Yes, I use various tools and technics to draw: 
Paints, canvas, tattoing or simply a pencil or a pen. I love 
the two last I've mentioned because I can be faster and the 
creative process happens as fast as I can draw. I still draw 
pencil portraits for families especially, or for fund raisers for 
local schools etc. A couple of stories I can share: When a 
young father couldn't see his daughter because of relation- 
ship issues, and I did a pencil portrait of his daughter and 
presented it to him he cried and said that I would never 
know how much it means to be able to see his girl everyday 
now. Another was an elderly lady which I did a picture of her 
of her husband who had past . . . She said she would sit and 
have a cup of tea and talk to the drawing I did . . . thats what 
makes some of my work special for me anyway. 

SH: Wow, now it's me who's about crying after knowing 
these stories ... Is this what you usually do as your re- 
gular job? If so, how's the business going, do you have 
many comissioned works? 

BG: My Job is a mix really I always draw. At the moment 
I work in the IT Industry teach and supporting Apple Ma- 
cintosh computer systems 4 days a weeks and the rest of 
the week I draw images which I sell online via many webis- 
te. Commercially speaking the product illustration I draw is 
where the money is Vehicles, Medical appliances etc but I 
just see so many cool Icons when I'm logged into Facebo- 
ok that I decided to contact the people involved and draw 
them. My commissioned work is manly from the fetish mar- 
ket in Europe, most amazing open minded people I have 
ever dealt with, they share ideas and images that are very 
intimate and I put together an image that both partners 
love, its a shame that this work is private but thats what 
makes it special. 

SH: And let's say that I'm reading this interview and 
freaking out with your artwork so I seriously think on 
having one of your fantastic illustrations on the wall of 
my home.. ..Which is the average price for one of your 
pictures and in what type of format do you deliver the 
final product? 

BG: The average price I charge is 482 NZD (300 € or 393 
USD aprox.) , and the format I deliver is the original vector 
in .ai or eps format, accompanied by a jpg high and low 



resolution samples. If the client doesn't have Adobe Illus- 
trator, I supply a digital file in any format they like and any 
size they want. I can also post the images on my own site 
and set the commission rate to 0% that way you will get the 
best quality prints in the world. 

SH: How long it takes to do one picture? 

BG: Kind of a tricky question really as each image is a who- 
le new ball game but on average 3 to 5 hours, for a full body 
image I allow 2 days just to have time to check detail and 
overall concept and recheck how well its working, Family 
Pencil portraits 2 hours max. 

SH: Just curious.. .Do you work at night or in daytime? 
Most of the artists, no matter what they do, prefer the 
night, that's why I ask you this.... :-) 

BG: Nice question. I draw during the day mostly, but while 
I'm drawing, time seems to stand still, honestly I can draw 
for 24hours and not stop, its such a good feeling seeing the 
artwork come together. Maybe a break for a smoke now 
and then, food breaks don't bother me as long as i can get 
my hands on a energy drink. 

SH: You seem to be specializing more and more 
everyday on fetish-related illustrations, since we see 
a lot of the girls you vectorize are dressed in glossy 
latex outfits which obviously gives you many effect 
options to play with...And damn, some of them look so 
amazingly realistic, you can nearly feel the touch of the 
latex on these pictures! But, is there any other style of 
pictures you also enjoy working on as much as you do 
with the fetish? 

BG: Fetish is exciting thats just the nature of what it is the- 
re are no limits or rules you must follow, Pin-Ups are also 
very exciting to draw. I really want to capture the (f* @k thats 
beautiful) with having all the goodies on display or being 
crude. 

SH: You are always looking for models and we guess 
it's not difficult to get them on board since everyone 
(including myself) loves to be one of "your girls" and 
be part of your portfolio. Who could say no to that, LOL 
...But we've seen also some boys in your portfolio. 
Does it happens that not just women want to have this 
kind of work done by you? (Anyways, we guess you 
prefer a lot more to draw girls hehe) 

BG: Haha yes, drawing beautiful women is the dream, who 
wouldn't want to draw the seductive curves and sexy looks 
of a real lady. But models can be very hard to get some- 
days because most are making money selling their look 
online also, but I have never had a complaint yet. Guys ask 
to be drawn also but its just not my niche I have other online 
friends/artist that want male models etc. I don't mind the the 
Zombie/vampire conversions as they are fun to draw and 
only usually take a hour to do. 

SH: As we go through your portfolio we see there are 
some models that have been your inspiration in seve- 
ral occasions. Who was the first model who became 
kind of your muse? 

BG: ASMONDENA STARSHINE was without any do- 
ubt my first muse and she's still today one of my fav models 
when it comes to be working on vector-art. She's an ama- 
zing woman I met when we worked together on setting up 
her new website ( boombastic-rubber.com ). We've shared 
great ideas and we can say that things just click between 
us. She's helped me like nobody else to promote my work 
in the fetish market. I've made so many contacts and new 
valuable clientes in this sector thanks to her that I will never 
be grateful enough. Of course there are many other people 
I must thank their collaboration: KEITH SELLE Photogra- 
phy, JESSIE DEVILLE, DIAMOND DOLLS INK, HEA- 
THER DOSS - JAYDED BOMBSHELLS, BIANCA BOM- 
BSHELL, FLOSSIE CARMICHAEL, TANUSHA DOLL 
... There are so many names that we would fill this page 
completely with them. 




SH: Is there any model you are dying to get 
in your portfolio? Although to think on just 
one it's probably absurd considering the 
millions of gorgeous models out there... 

BG: Yeah tricky one, but your latest cover girl 
(MEGAN RENEE) has always been someone I 
wanted to draw. We have made contact a few 
times but the issue is, her look is what she sells. 
I would also like to say that some of the most 
creative and beautiful images around don't come 
from models, i think its just a moment in time we 
all have the ability to reflect a special look. 

SH: Well, I think Megan should give you per- 
mission to use any of her fantastic pictures. 
She's a killer beauty and just perfect for what 
you do. Apart from models you can discover 
through the Internet ... Does it happens that 
you see any woman on the street and you 
think "wow, she would definitely look ama- 
zing if I could vectorize her" (don't tell me you 
think of other things than vectorizing hahaha) 

BG: Haha! Yes, I see many beautiful women on 
the street I'd love to draw, of course I'd love to, but 
it just happens that most of the kiwi girls would 
tell you Tck that" if you asked them. Regarding 
your comment in brackets, I must say that I have 
a precious Korean girlfriend, so let's say that I'm 
already quite satisfied :) 

SH: We are absolutely ignorants on any digi- 
tal process, believe me, even to manage In- 
Design is sometimes a nightmare for us! but 
we are sure both the students who are star- 
ting on developing their skills and the many 
keen designgoers will appreciate to know 
what programs do you use. So tell us what 
are the indispensable tools you use. 

BG: Apple Computer is number one, Adobe 
Illustrator is my application of choice, must get 
your hands on a Wacom tablet and patience is 
key. Loads of RAM installed in the computer is a 
must with vector work. 

SH: Do you offer workshops or seminars? 

BG: Not at the moment but I have been asked by 
many University/Polytech to do so . . . but i keep 



saying when I retire maybe :-) but art is some- 
thing you always learn and I will do until the day 
I die. 

SH: Have you ever thought on presenting 
your work to any big company or you rather 
prefer remaining a freelancer? 

BG: I have worked with many big companies and 
have projects on the go at the moment. BMW 
Germany was a fav because they wanted the best 
artwork for Newspaper reproduction. Currently 
Fisher & Paykel Healthcare is a huge job illus- 
trating every product they create for sleep apnea 
etc. Also my Gizmobi designs are the top sellers 
in New Zealand. Another idea is also the Ameri- 
can movie industry but thats a work in progress 

SH: We appreciate on most of the illustra- 
tions of people that when we zoom the image 
to the maximum, seeing the actual pixels, the 
faces look normally kind of blurry or diffu- 
sed unlike the other parts of the composition 
such as the clothes or other complements 
which look much more defined. Does this 
respond to any particular reason or is it just 
another special effect of your own style? 

BG: The reason is that try to get high resolution 
images to work from, but most of the people only 
have low res images. I Like the mix of high defini- 
tion and defused looks, sometimes i just play with 
ideas to explore other feature of the program. 

SH: Is there anything else you still need to 
learn about vector art, anything else you still 
need to implement to what you're currently 
doing or this what we see on these pages is 
already the highest level you can achieve in 
this kind of process? 

BG: There is always more to learn and some 
images are just perfect for vector rework, some 
image i don't draw just because i think they are 
better suited for photoshop etc. 

SH: What's the most difficult part of the pro- 
cess (when vectorizing)? 

BG: First would be quality of the original image to 
work from, then understanding how the software 



controls, color, opacity and feathered edges and 
different layer options to work together. 

SH: You wear many tattoos and they are quite 
impressive. Did you design all of them your- 
self? 

BG: Not all are my own designs, Artist are very 
hard customers to please when it comes to wea- 
ring there own art. Two of the besttattooist in New 
Zealand are GLENN CHANDLER of TAT24U 
and PETER BAUER of UPTOWN TATTOO and 
both have helped me creating the tattoos I wear. 
They are the only ones I respect enough to tattoo 
me. Plus I can tattoo myself anytime I want which 
I do when time suits. The thing about my tattoos 
is that mostly people ask me can I tattoo, or de- 
sign tattoos when they see my left arm and hand 
are covered In tattoos, funny when a tourist ask 
me to cuddle their wife and have a photo taken. 

SH: To finish. ..Any project in the channels 
you can tell us about? What's next for Brian 
Gibbs? 

BG: Currently my work is being submitted and 
approved by publishers from all over the world 
which is very exciting. At the moment my work 
has been accepted to be part of the book "The 
Contemporary Pin-Up Illustration" of Schiffer 
Publishing, which will be available sometime by 
the end of this year. 

SH: Good luck with all your projects Brian, 
but I think you don't need it because your 
illustrations are sellable by themselves. 
You're really a brilliant artist. By the way and 
speaking personally ... You can't imagine 
how happy you've made me with the illustra- 
tions you've made out of two of my photos. 
I want you to let you know that they will be 
decorating the walls at our home as well as 
at our office. Now I just hope that you'll sign 
them one day, but I don't expect any vector 
but your hand-writen sign, hu? :) 

BG: Many thanks, it has been a pleasure to work 
with MOVE Magazine Spain. I'm looking 
forward to see the feedback I receive from your 
fan base. About the signing, you can count on it!

Directed by STEVEN SPIELBERG 1982 



During the premiere of "E.T The Extraterrestrial" in USA, a little and 
gorgeous DREW BARRYMOE was telling excited in front of the cameras 
that never before she had seen such a long queue of people waiting to 
watch a movie. I was just 8 years old when I was also forming part of one 
of the queues that took place here in Spain. I remember as if it was yester- 
day that I was with my family next to the Palau Balaha Multicines (mul- 
tiscreen cinema), in Barcelona, waiting impatiently for that queue which 
also seemed to be endless and which surrounded the entire building, to be 
reduced, so we could at last enter the place and see what due to the great 
expectation you could breath at the entrance, was already predicted to be 
a big mass phenomenon. To be honest, the magic that invaded that movie 
theater and how that film experience got soaked to the conscience of both 
the children and the adults, was beyond our imagination. It's amazing what 
the director STEVEN SPIELBERG and his associated producers KA- 
THLEEN KENNEDY and MELISSA MATHISON (also scriptwriter) achie- 
ved with this movie. It was enough with the modest budgest of 10.500.000 
USD to realize a movie that would become the biggest blockbuster of the 
decade (792.910.554 USD was the total revenue and I guess the amount 
earned with the sales of merchandise must be also astronomical). When 
the movie was finished, we went out of the theather through the hall at the 
entrance, where some people were selling small E.T. dolls, made of felt 



and stuffed with foam, something really simple, I imagine that manufactu- 
red in China must have costed less than nothing. There were at least two 
sacks with thousands of them. My parents bought me one. I still keep hl^^ 
practically desintegrated in a plastic container and I've seriously conside- 
red the idea of preserving him much better, vacuum-packed so it lasts at 
least until I have left this life. I came back home feeling completely ecstatic, 
on the back seat of my parents' car, looking at the starry night through 
the window and wishing that something similar to what had happened to 
Elliot (HENRY THOMAS) in the movie, could possibly happen to me as 
well. Not to mention that I was madly in love with that guy! I still cry today 
everytime I watch this movie. Of course and apart from the beautiful story 
told, we cannot forget the majestic soundtrack by the maestro JOHN WI- 
LLIAMS which played a very important role getting us goosebumps and 
with our eyes brimming with tears. So it was not strange that I bought the 
20th Anniversary DVD as soon as it was released. What pleases me the 
most is that Spielberg has remained faithful over all these years to the idea 
of not making any second part of his masterpiece par excellence and the 
first most personal project of his career. Why going deeper into what's al- 
ready perfect how it is? Not for all the gold in the world! That would be an 
authentic sacrilege.

He already felt attracted by Photography at a very 
early age, so spite of having a job which has nothing to do with it, he takes 
advantage to all the spare time he can get to do what he loves the most 
that is being behind the camera. For him, this activity is the best antistress 
therapy, something that allows him disconnecting totally while diving into a 
different and perfect world, where if the models are tattooed, much better. 

You'll find his images signed under the name of HELLSCHWARZ and 

the genres he feels more identified with are Fetish, Trash and Erotic in ge- 
neral, but if you expect to see explicit sex in his work, we are sorry to com- 
municate you that this is maybe not the right photographer you're looking 
for. The erotism of his images is something more insinuated, elegant and 
restrained, because the eyes can transmite sometimes much more than 
the most intimate part of a body totally exposed. He's particularly interes- 
ted in the profound emotions that come suddenly to the surface and once 
captured on a picture will remain forever etched on the spectator's retina.

Apart from this, I have a wife and a son who's now 1 5, which really 
leaves not much time to do anything else, but I think it's probable that 
I'm still taking photos once I've retired. 

SH: Wow, 50 employees ... That's a number! Just curious: What's 
your company dedicated to?

MD: We make orthopedic pieces and I work as a technician. 

SH: Interesting. It comes to my mind that you could take some 
photos of models wearing that stuff so the usual marketing con- 
cept for this kind of product would definetely make a U-turn. 

MD: Haha! That's a crazy idea but I don't say I won't try! 

SH: What does Photography give you that you cannot find when 
doing your "normal" job? What's so fascinating about photogra- 
phing? 

MD: I can dive into another world when I take photos, being creative 
without following any rule. To work with so many people, sometimes 
in extremely intimate situations, requires so much confidence. When 
there's confidence at the set, it's a quite fascinating sensation. Photo- 
graphy relaxes me after all the stress I get at work and running a busi- 
ness like mine. Three of four hours at my studio are like short holidays 
or a weekend break. A perfect antistress therapy! 

SH: Your photography is mainly focused on tattoos, erotism, fe- 
tish, trash and in general on quite alternative concepts. Do you 
think it's possible that you evolved into something different one 
day? Is there something in the genres I've mentioned before or in 
others you have yet to work on that you'd love to experiment with? 

MD: No way! This kind of work already fulfills me and I really feel 
comfortable and happy with what I'm doing. But I guess I will be doing 
something with video in the future. 





SH: What do you like the most when wor- 
king with models? 

MD: I guess that like many others, what I en- 
joy the most if the chemistry between pho- 
tographer and model that you can breath at 
the set. As you might have observed, I shoot 
often with the same models. The main rea- 
son is that I feel comfortable with them. Con- 
fidence can result in excellent images. 

SH: And how is your relationship with 
them on the set? 

MD: Mutual respect and confidence as I said 
are essential. Good results are given when 
there's understanding between both parties. 
I like to have fun while I'm working, so it's fre- 
quent to hear a lot of laughing in the set. You 
need to breath a relaxed atmosphere and to 
work slowly, with no rush.

We already featured him in our 20th edition 
within our "International Photo Artist" 
section. ALAIN PERDOMO is taking 
Photography world by storm, consolida- 
ting his name with any new initiative he 
undertakes and setting the trend with his 
particular style. He was in contact with us 
a few weeks ago to know if we could pu- 
blish an advance of his last project and to 
be honests, we couldn't say no. It's not just 
that his images fill our pages with beauty. 
We are talking about an artist we perso- 
nally admire and someone we appreciate 
spite of knowing him (for the moment) only 
through the Internet. However, we are tal- 
king about a nice guy, who endears himself 
to people and who's always a pleasure to 
work with. 

What you can see on this report is an 
extract of the first photoshootings for the 
PROYECTO TATTO, which has reuni- 
ted 10 alternative models, of course all of 
them tattooed, several female makeup ar- 
tists, amongst them Uxue Goienola, who 
besides being a great professional also 
shares her life and creative adventures 
with our artist, and several fashion stylists. 



A priori we can deduce that Alain likes to 
be surrounded by talented women, being 
himself a very sensitive person artistically 
speaking, so we guess it's not casual at all 
that he's wanted to get so many women in- 
volved in this new project. 

Judging by what we see, the team is ta- 
king care down to the last detail on both 
the styling and the makeup, as well as with 
the edition of each image (always done 
by Alain himself), resulting in the kind of 
composition that impacts you already at 
the first sight, transmitting with the exact 
dose of sensuality the beauty inherent to 
the tattoo art combined with the attractive- 
ness of some models who are champio- 
ning proudly and with naturalness a highly 
contemporary look. The ink colouring their 
bodies communicates something else than 
just mere a la carte drawings made by any 
tattooist. It's an identity code, a form of ex- 
pression which without needing to use the 
voice, speaks about freedom and self-con- 
fidence when it comes to promote the look 
each of these women of today has decided 
to show off. As for the fashion style they've 
opted for urban fashion and fine lingerie, 



without over-killing the look since the main 
subject here are tattoos so bodies must be 
shown. In any case, fashion as well as the 
fresh hairdos play here the role of essential 
accessories projecting freshness and mo- 
dernity. 

At the moment, various Spanish alternative 
publications as well as others specialized in 
art, fashion and photography have already 
shown their interest, receiving the project 
with enthusiasm and having published 
each of them a related article. So, it was 
clear, MOVE Magazine Spain couldn't be 
less! The idea once the project has finis- 
hed, is to go on a tour all over the country 
showing the photographs at several exhibi- 
tions, and after this it's possible that a book 
including the best images will be publis- 
hed.

ALAIN PERDOMO was born in Cuba 
and already in a very early childhood (he 
was just 5) showed a remarkable interest 
in Photography. Decided to learn all what 
he could about it, he applied to join the 
National Fine Arts School in La Habana. 
He remembers from those days to be stru- 
ggling because of the lack of financial re- 
sources when he couldn't afford a digital 
camera or a computer. Encouraged by his 
parents, he packed his suitcase and hea- 
ded to Spain - alone and without one sin- 
gle cent in his pockets - where he's been 
staying for 9 years now, concretly in its 
capital city, Madrid. Four days after having 
arrived, he started a daily job to be able 
to make his living and buy his first profes- 
sional equipment. He didn't abandon his 
studies either, but he continued to impro- 
ve himself by earning 2 master degrees: 
Direction of Photography (for Cinema 
productions) and International Photogra- 
phy. He also started to become more and 
more familiar with Photoshop, an edition 
program he had often heard about when 
he was in Cuba but something he couldn't 
really have access to due to escarcity of 
financial means. Passionate since he was 
a child also of drawing, he started to fusion 
it with Photography, resulting in what it's 
today one of the distinguishing features 
often present in his work. 

His specialities include Cinema and Fas- 
hion Photography, but in his most crea- 
tive facet he also specialized in other 
alternative genres such as Goth and in 
general any kind of composition which in- 
volves fantasy. He has exposed his work 
already in 18 exhibitions, amongst them: 
"Mirror" at the gardens of the Royal Pa- 
lace in Aranjuez and "Anesthesia" at the 
University of Malaga together with James 
O'Barr, author of "The Crow". His work has 
been featured in more than 56 internatio- 
nal publications. Amongst his awards, we 
must mention the 1st Award at the Con- 
test "Vida Salvaje" ("Wild Life") of National 
Geographic in 2007, the 1st Award at the 
International Photography and Illumination 
Competition (2008) and the 1st Award at 
the World Planet's International Contest of 
Photography in 2011.

Tattoo & Body Piercing, 
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Por Sugar Heels 



El Movimiento Feminista y su liga anticosmeticos seguian 
ejerciendo gran influencia desde sus inicios en la decada 
anterior. Segun sus defensoras, el maquillaje convertia en 
meros objetos sexuales a las mujeres. Aunque las habia 
radicales, muchas otras feministas abogaban por el maqui- 
llaje, eso si, en su justa medida, luciendo lo que se conocio 
extensamente como el "look natural". Pero esta filosofia 
afecto a las ventas y las grandes marcas de cosmetica co- 
menzaron a usar mucho mas a menudo los terminos "natu- 
ral" o "invisible" en sus campafias publicitarias. La creciente 
incursion de la mujer en el ambito de los negocios tambien 
exigio la creacion de un maquillaje mas serio y un tanto 
androgino que asegurase una presencia meticulosa con la 
dosis justa de sensualidad. Incluso disenadores de la talla 
de RALPH LAUREN o CALVIN KLEIN abogaron por 
el look natural en la pasarela y la revista COSMOPOLI- 
TAN se encargo con la ayuda del fotografo FRANCESCO 
SCAVULLO, el maquillador WAY BANDY y el peluquero 
MAURY HOBSON, de consolidar dicha imagen. Tal y como 
declaraba Bandy en su libra "Designing Your Face", se 
trataba basicamente de realzar la belleza natural del rostra 
mas que de usar un maquillaje que lo enmascarase. 

Pero por otro lado estaba la mujer que salia de noche cada 
vez mas, frecuentando entre otras lugares las primeras 
discotecas (Studio 54 estaba arrasando en New York), 



donde una imagen mucho mas sexualizada y cargada 
de glamour, era lo que mejor acompanaba a la atmosfe- 
ra propia de dichos lugares. Los disenadores y fotografos 
de moda europeos se encargaron de llevar esta imagen, 
en la que predominaban los labios en rojo superbrillante a 
Norte-America, que podia tener a veces ciertos toques del 
Punk o el Glam, movimientos culturales/musicales en ple- 
na explosion aquellos dias. Una imagen altamente sexual 
es la que vendia la revista VOGUE tanto en su edicion 
francesa como en la italiana, con su "Porno Chic Photogra- 
phy" en las que no se escatima en maquillaje extremado: 
Cejas muy depiladas, finisimas, ojos potenciados con mu- 
cho negro pero usando sombras principalmente en tonos 
mate, coloretes marcando bien las facciones, unas largas y 
pintadas de rojo brillante, y los tonos frambuesa, rasa o rojo 
intenso o purpura para una boca que debia sugerir todo 
menos recato a la hora de seducir, pero como ya mencio- 
naba antes, esta imagen era sobre todo recurrida en las 
noches de locura discotequera. 

En esta decada tambien se comienzan a crear maquillajes 
especiales tales como bases en crema o polvos compac- 
tos para mujeres afro-americanas, que aunque habian dis- 
puesto de algunos productos anteriormente, la gama en si 
era bastante limitada. 




Otro de los productos que revolucionaria el mercado se- 
na la crema anti-envejecimiento (la verdad, dudo que eso 
exista; si fueran tan efectivas no estariamos usando cosas 
tan desastrosas como el botox; personalmente, defiendo 
el lifting hasta una edad razonable, a partir de ciertos anos, 
acepta que se acabo la pelicula). Otro producto innovador 
fue la mascara de pestanas a prueba de agua, que te per- 
mitia acudir divinisima a la playa o la piscina. 

Aun asi, la industria sufria un cierto declive hacia finales 
de la decada, y era tildada por los consumidores de an- 
ticuada, poco creativa y dogmatica. Los fabricantes tam- 
bien comenzaron a sufrir la publicidad negativa acerca de 
la dudosa seguridad de ciertos ingredientes, las pruebas 
realizadas en animales, la contamination microbiana y el 
posible efecto directo de los cosmeticos en el acne. Pero 
hasta eso sirvio para fabricar aun mas cremas para el cui- 
dado de la piel llegando incluso al mercado adolescente, al 
exclusivamente masculino y al etnico. 

Las marcas principales comenzaron a contratar a grandes 
modelos o actrices cuyos rostros representasen sus cam- 
panas: REVLON conto con LAUREN HUTTON, ESTEE 
LAUDER con KAREN GRAHAM o CHANEL con CA- 
THERINE DENEUVE.

The Feminist Movement and its anti-cosmetics 
league were still exerting a big influence since its 
inception in the 60s. The opinion of its supporters 
was trhat makeup transformed women into mere 
sex objects. But apart from those with a more 
extremist vision, there were also other feminists 
who defended makeup, as long as it was used 
moderately, wearing what it was widely known as 
the "natural look" based mostly on pastel tones 
and the use of the cosmetic products in the right 



measure. But this philosophy affected the sales 
negatively, so the big cosmetic brands often star- 
ted to include the terms "natural" and "invisible" in 
their publicity campaings. It was all about wearing 
a type of makeup that you felt like a second skin. 
The growing incursion of women into the busi- 
ness world demanded the creation of a more 
serious and even androgynous makeup which 
could guarantee a meticulous presence with the 
exact dose of sensuality. 




Even designers such as RALPH LAUREN or 
CALVIN KLEIN supported a softer natural look 
at their fashion shows and COSMOPOLITAN 

magazine helped by photographer FRANCES- 
CO SCAVULLO, makeup artist WAY BANDY 
and hair-stylist MAURY HOBSON spread and 
established the look in North-America and also in 
most of European countries. 



As Bandy declared in his book "Desig- 
ning Your Face", it was all about en- 
hancing the natural beauty of your face 
rather than wearing a mask. But on the 
other hand, women were starting to go 
out at nights more and more everyday, 
going to amongst other places, the first 
discotheques (Studio 54 was the 
nightclub par excellence in New York), 
where a more sexualized and glamo- 
rous image was perfectly suitable with 
the atmosphere you could usually breath 
at such places. 

Fashion designers and photographers 
in Europe were kind of the standard- 
bearers of this image in USA, which in 
the late 70s included certain touches 
of Punk or Glam, cultural/music move- 
ments quite remmarkable in those days. 
Very glossy red-blood lipsticks and nail- 
polish were commonly seen on the co- 
vers of popular fashion magazine such 
as VOGUE which was selling specially 
in its Italian and French editions a highly 
sexual and agressive image based on a 
new concept called "Porno Chic Photo- 
graphy".

70s make-up was characterized by pencil-thin eyebrows, black-eye makeup, 
matt shadows, blushers which emphasized features, long and glossy-red nails, 
and raspberry, deep pink or purple colours on the lips of a mouth that should su- 
ggest anything but modesty when it came to be seductive. However, this image 
was as I mentioned before mainly used on crazy disco-nights. It was also during 
this decade that some brands started to manufacture foundation-cremes and 
powders specially created for Afro-American women, who had already had some 
products available before although the range was of course quite limited. Another 
innovative product was the waterproof mask for eyelashes which allowed women 
going to the pool or the beach looking like authentic goddesses. 

However, cosmetic industry was suffering an important decline by the end of the 
decade, when consumers considered the companies outdated, uncreative and 
dogmatic. Manufacturers were also suffering the critics questioning the safety of 
the ingredients used in their formulas, the animal testing, microbial contamination 
and the possibility of acne caused by cosmetics. But even this was the perfect 
excuse to introduce more new products, especially in skin-care expanding into 
the teen, ethnic and men's market. Main brands started to contract top- models 
and actresses whose faces represented the products of their marketing cam- 
paings: REVLON hired LAUREN HUTTON, ESTEE LAUDER counted on 
KAREN GRAHAM and CHANEL on CATHERINE DENEUVE. Just to name 
some examples. Some of them were also absorving and acquiring smaller cos- 
metic firms to integrate their products in their ranges. On the other hand, MAX 
FACTOR, ELIZABETH ARDEN and HELENA RUBENSTEIN were pur- 
chased by larger conglomerates. 

And who were the main female sex icons of the 70s? Punk singers SIOUXIE 
and DEBBIE HARRY, the actress FARRAH FAWCETT, the eternal Goddess 
RAQUEL WELCH, also a sex symbol in the 60s, supermodel and actress LAU- 
REN HUTTON, Disco singers DIANNA ROSS, DONNA SUMMER and GRA- 
CE JONES, actress LYNDA CARTER aka "Wonder Woman" or the playmate 
BARBI BENTON were the models to follow if you wanted to imitate either a 
natural or a more sophisticated and sexy look. Although these series of reports 
are mainly focused on woman, who obviously uses makeup much more than 
men, we cannot forget that in the 70s there was an emerging music genre called 
Glam Rock with artists such as ALICE COOPER, DAVID BOWIE or LOU REED 
who were wearing tons of makeup on their faces and even

BOBBI STYLE was born limited due to a ce- 
rebral palsy which has kept him always in a 
wheelchair. But it happens that he was born 
also an artist and the artist's soul always find 
the way to express, avoiding like in this case, 
the most thorny obstacles. Bobbi is brave and 
a natural born fighter, whose limited physical 
condition could have never stop him from kee- 
ping on dreaming of big things. Far from fe- 
eling daunted, he has proved being able to get 
the most out of his situation, making front to 
his life always with a positive philosophy and a 
good spirit, something the ones who are close 
to him know well. He has made a successful 
career in music, being an enviable example of 
self-improvement showing an attitude many 
people who are totally able don't have. 

Alredy at his 16 he was performing in England, 
his birthplace, as the frontman of a Goth-Rock 
band. He captivated the audience with grace 
and self-confidence, gathering very soon a 
crowd of loyal fans who followed him at every 
concert, fascinated with his talent and coura- 
ge. Either him nor his musical partners were 
afraid of any prejudice. It was something clear 
for Bobbi: He had received the call of music 
since he was just a child. He was playing the 
drums when he was 5 and a bit later, when mo- 
ving around this instrument with his wheelchair 
became just too complicated and uncomfor- 
table, he tried his skills with the bass and the 
guitar. His singer facet would be developed in 



his adolescence, when he was in the school 
and contributed to a band with his voice. The 
young Bobbi had already in that time the mu- 
sical influences of someone with an exquisite 
criterion: GARY NUMAN, JAPAN, GENERA- 
TION X, SIOUXIE & THE BANSHEES, SIS- 
TERS OF MERCY, THE CULT or THE MIS- 
SION were just some of his references. 

When you watch his videos of the 80s at 
Youtube, where you see him as a dazzling star 
of the English underground scene, you can't 
help but feeling resentful towards Nature. The- 
re he is, on stage, going around in his wheel- 
chair, radiating lots of positive energy, with the 
impeccable look of an authentic New Roman- 
tic, so young and truly handsome, singing and 
gesticulating with the enough personality and 
charisma you need to seduce everyone in the 
audience, from the first to the last row ... And 
then you think: "Damn, how I'd have liked to 
help him. If I could I would put myself in his 
place for some time, to allow him fulfilling his 
long-life dream: To dance ..." 

But things are just how theey are and today 
there's not any feasible solution for his movility 
problem. But over the years and spite of all, he 
has become an experienced music engineer 
and producer, who's also the director of his 
own record label. Besides all this, he has found 
the path and perfect mission for someone 
who's everything but a conformist. As a con- 



sequence of his own experience at several re- 
cording studios, too often disheartening due to 
the lack of proper installations and instruments 
adapted to people with similar physical disabi- 
lities, he has come with the excellent idea of 
creating his own foundation, The Access 
2 Foundation, which main mission is the 
construction and managing of multiple recor- 
ding studios around the globe, specially desig- 
ned for musicians who have to fight everyday 
against movility problems. He has called this 
type of studio "BOB FRIENDLY" a term we 
are sure that will be etched in the conscience 
of many people in the music industry very soon 
in the future. In fact, there are many musicians 
now, disabled or not, who are starting to see 
Bobbi as an inspirational reference. He got his 
first achievemt related to his work at the foun- 
dation with an ACCESS ABILITY AWARD 
in 2010 for building a first studio in the city of 
Vancouver for VAMS (Vancouver Adapted Mu- 
sic Society). 

There's no doubt. He's a great example of 
courageus will. Someone who has found cle- 
verly a fascinating way to be focused on his 
music career but now also with something 
which awakens even more the admiration of 
anyone getting to know his story. Just someo- 
ne with the soul of a leader is able of doing 
such a thing. Bobbi can feel more than proud 
of himself. Well, we do feel very proud of him.

Pero para que comprendas como ha llegado 
Bobbi a ser quien es ahora y como ha llegado 
al punto de crear su Fundacion ACCESS 2, 
conviene que viajes al pasado, concretamente 
a la epoca de los Nuevos Romanticos, los tan 
anorados hoy dia, anos 80. Yo creci en esa 
decada aunque lamentablemente, no tuve co- 
nocimiento de Bobbi y su banda, que esta- 
ban reventando salas de conciertos por toda 
Europa.

Bobbi estaba trazando ya una earrera para- 
lela a la de cantante, compositor y pr*)ductor 
musical, apoyando y representando promi- 
nentemente a la organizacion The Spastics 
Society, mas tarde llamada Scope (que tra- 
baja con discapacitados en toda Inglaterra y 
Gales).

AUDER. Ellos fueron en aquellos dias, pio- 
neros de la musica electronica que permitiron 
que nuevos y jovenes talentos brillasen con 
luz propia. LAW & AUDER fue el primero en 
lanzar un nuevo sonido conocido entonces 
como Drum & Bass y PLATIPUS por su lado 
innovo con su propio genero, el Trance. 

El exito multiplatino puso de repente a Bobbi 
en nuevas y prometedoras areas musicales, 
como fueron la grabacion y licencia de bandas 
sonoras para peliculas o llevar el control de las 
divisiones de ambos sellos en Norte-America. 
Tambien fue el momento de crear su propio 
sello Lady od the Lake (LTL) Records. 
Todo esto le llevaria entonces a mudarse a 
Canada en 1995. Alii se dedico a remezclar 
a algunos grandes artistas tales como KISS 
o WILL SMITH y a producir y/o supervisar a 
otros tantos dentro del genero Country, como 
OUTLAW RIDERS o CATHY CRAMER. 

Aunque ocupado siempre con la musica, nun- 
ca ha dejado de lado el campo de la discapa- 
cidad fisica. Se podria decir que su destino 
ha estado llamandole siempre, recordandole 
que estaba aqui no solo para ser cantante 
ademas de un brillante productor e ingenie- 
ro musical, sino para marcar un antes y un 
despues de el para otros musicos y cantantes 
que a pesar de las limitaciones impuestas por 
el mercado, solo desean tener la oportunidad 
de expresar sus talentos artisticos. 



Por este motivo, llego su maxima inspiration 
en el 2008, cuando encontro el modo perfec- 
to de combinar sus dos grandes pasiones, 
la musical y la que ha sentido siempre por 
involucrarse al maximo con el campo de la 
discapacidad. Y asi surgio la construction de 
un primer estudio para la Vancouver Adap- 
ted Music Society donde es posible trabajar 
con equipos de grabacion standard ofrecidos 
hoy dia por la industria con ligeros cambios 
en instrumentos, microfonos, computadoras 
y otros sistemas que permiten que personas 
en sillas de ruedas o con varias clases de dis- 
capacidad fisica, puedan acceder a ellos. 

Y todo esto ha desembocado en la creation 
de su fundacion, sobre la cual le hemos en- 
trevistado en exclusiva para nuestra revista 
en las siguientes paginas. Otros medios de 
comunicacion estan haciendose eco de su 
magnifico proyecto asi que nosotros no iba- 
mos a ser menos ... Pero aunque muy cen- 
trado en esta labor tan noble que respetamos 
profundamente, no se puede decir que haya 
abandonado en absoluto su faceta como 
creador musical, ni mucho menos. 

Asi que impacientes esperamos el lanza- 
miento de varios sencillos y LPs todos ellos 
ya en distintas fases de production: 

Como BOBBI STYLE estan en marcha el al- 
bum "VANQUISHING DEMONS" y los senci- 
llos "EMBRACE ME 25" y "NOW N FORE- 
VER". Como albums realizadosexpresamente 
para financiar su fundacion "SYNTHETIC 
FREQUENCIES" y "BEST OF PLATIPUS", 
y como productor podemos tambien esperar

los albums "WARP TEN" de WARPCOIL y 
"LOVE ME OR DIE" de NOEL RECK. Ahi es 

nada.

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Butjf you want to understand how Bobbi has 
become who he is now and how he came 
up with the idea of creating his ACCESS 2 
; Foundation, you must travel in time to the 
past, exactly to the glorious times of the New 
iJRomantics, in the nowadays so missed 80s. I 
'grew up in that decade but unfortunately I ne- 
ver heard anything about Bobbi and his band, 
even though all their acts were sold out all over 
Europe. Of course, we hadn't even heard an- 
ything abouUnternet here in Spain. The music 
industry, and in those days was not different, 
is an~atrocious monster which follows establis- 
hed rules and bansly accepts any little nuance.

The musical history of BOBBI STYLE goes 
back to 1980, when he released at his 16, his 
first EP "Moovin' & a Groovin' signed un- 
der the name of BOBBI AND THE WILD- 
CATS. With this first record in his hands and 
with an admirable capability to take always the 
initiative, he was already leading his own band 
and catching the attention of some prominent 
names in London' scene. So it didn't take 
long until the band was on the road with the 
merging Punk group GENERATION X foun- 
ed by the very young by then BILLY IDOL 
nd the Rockabilly STRAY CATS. His mother 
lust have felt very moved and excited when 
her son called her from a phonebox in Car- 
diff, Wales, to tell her that he would extend his 
stay in Europe because what was going to be 
in principle a 3 weeks visit, ended up in a 17 
months jaunt, spending 6 of them at a Parisien 
Jazz club where he played a Punk/Rockabilly 
fusion. 

One year later, the band was releasing his 
'Cruisin' & a Boozin' LP although they would 
split up shortly after that amidst management 
problems. Bobbi decided then to invest his 
earnings in two brand-new keyboards: The 
ROLAND 303 and the PROPHET 5. He focu- 
sed on the studio work and on how to put his 
own show together. By 1984 he was leading a 
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seven-piece band, FLEX THE SEX, which 
would later trim down to a trio with a much 
more defined concept. However, the promising 
group released just one (yet very successful) 
single, "Embrace Me" in 1985. He spent the 
rest of that decade building up a loyal commu- 
nity of followers who also helped to awake the 
interest of the medias in that young disabled 
guy on his wheelchair who was taking the 
world by storm. He became a UK television 
personality, being interviewed by several chan- 
nels including the BBC and being the subject 
of an MTV Europe documentary. He was also 
a guaranteed sell-out at London clubs such as 
the Marquee and the Hammersmith Odeon 
where the band offered memorable shows. 

That trail of successes would culminate in a 
major European tour supporting the UK band 
IMAGINATION. But in the late 80s Bobbi was 
already setting himself a parallel career to that 
one as a linger, composer and producer, su- 
pporting and .representing The Spastics So- 
ciety (later named Scope) which works with 
disabled people in England and Wales. In the 
90s he became a PRINCE protege for who 
he released the million-selling single "GIRL". 
The hard work paid off with the release of the 
"Watch the Bimbo Fall" LP in 1 991 , although 
he was still overlooked by the majors. Faraway 
from feeling 'disappointed, he kept helping his 
friends SIMON BERRY (UNION JACK / ART 
OF TRANCE) and PHIL EARLE (PEARLE) 
from the indie labels PLATIPUS and LAW & 
AUDER RECORDS respectively. Both were 
in those days pioneers in Electronic Music let- 
ting the new and young talents to shine with 
their own light. LAW & AUDER was the first 
one presenting a new sound known as Drum 
& Bass, and PLATIPUS was innovating with its 
own genre, Trance. Overnight multi-platinum 
success moved Bobbi into new areas related 
to music, such as movie soundtrack recording 
and licensing and controlling the North Ame- 
rican divisions of PLATIPUS and LAW & AU- V 
DER. That was also the right moment to create 
-his own label Lady of the Lake (LTL) Re- 
cords. 

All this lead to the decision to relocate to Ca- 
nada in 1995. There he started remixing some 
great artists such as KISS or WILL SMITH 
("Men in Black" theme) and producing and 
overseeing the work of other many artists wi- 
thin the Country genre, like for instance OUT- 
LAW RIDERS or CATHY CRAMER. Although 
being always very busy with the music indus- 
try, he was returning in the new millennium to 
work in the disability field. W could say that his 
destiny has been always calling him to remind 
him that he's not here only to be a brilliant 
singer, producer and engineer, but also to be 
a milestone for other singers and musicians 
who despite all the limitations imposed by the 
market, are still waiting for an opportunity to 
express their artistic talents. 

For this reason, his highest inspiration arrived 
in 2008, when he found the perfect way to 
combine his both greatest passions, the mu- 
sic and the need he has always felt towards 



getting involved as much as possible in the 
disability field. So this is how he came up with 
the idea of building a first studio for Vancouver 
Adapted Music Society, where is now possi- 
ble to work with industry-standard recording 
equipment with a slight twist on instruments, 
microphones, computers and other systems 
that allow people in wheelchairs or with other 
disabilities to reach them more easily. So the 
creation of his foundation seemed to be the 
next logical step! 

We have interviewed him about this matter, 
in exclusive for our magazine on the next 
pages. Although he's very focused on this 
noble labour, he hasn't abandoned not at all 
his facet as a creative musician, so here we 
are, waiting impatiently for the release of se- 
veral singles and albums already in different 
production phases. As BOBBI STYLE, he's 
working on the album "VANQUISHING DE- 
MONS" and the singles "EMBRACE ME 25" 
and "NOW N FOREVER". He's also putting 
together the compilations "SYNTHETIC FRE- 
QUENCIES" and "BEST OF PLATIPUS" to 
help financing his foundation, and producing 
the albums "WARP TEN" of WARPCOIL and 
"LOVE ME OR DIE" of NOEL RECK. (Bob- 
bi, are you sure you didn't forget anything? 
WOW!)

What we liked the most about his story when 
we first discovered him on Internet (oh thanks 
divine Facebook for connecting us to won- 
derful people like who's the subject of this 
report), it was that we had found the kind of 
people we like, sincerely. He's someone who 
has never given up, who has proven to be sfl 
meone who sooner than later will receive the 
recognition for his big contribution to the mu- 
sic industry within the disability field. Could it 
be happening that he's opening a door which 
is bigger than what he thinks? He's surely 
doing it. In our case, we don't need to wait 
longer to thank him for the work he's doing 
(and we don't have any disabled person in 
our family or in our closest circles). We hope 
we can contribute as much as we can, star- 
ting with this humble -but as needed as an- 
ything else-report, to get Bobbi's legacy in its 
deserved place. 

There's still a lot to do, and this is only the be- 
ginning, but if this man has been able to do so 
much to this date in his certainly limited phy- 
sical conditions, the rest - although not being 
easy to achieve- won't be impossible at all. 
He has enough talent, charisma and positive 
energy to accomplish his goals.

Ante todo decirte 
que somos ferreos admiradores tanto de 
tu faceta musical como de la causa por 
la que luchas actualmente, al frente de 
The Access 2 Foundation. 

BS: jGracias! He hecho musica durante mucho 
tiempo y tuve muchas dificultades tanto fisicas 
como economicas a la hora de acceder a los 
estudios, asi que decidi crear lo que llamo es- 
tudios "Bob Friendly", para personas con disca- 
pacidad movil. 

TM: i,Cuando te decidiste a crear la funda- 
cion, y como estan yendo las cosas desde 
que pusiste el primer ladrillo? 

BS: Le he dado vueltas al tema durante una 
decada, pero todo se encauzo hace unos 18 
meses. Habia estado ayudando en otras obras 
beneficas pero me sentia frustrado por las ata- 
duras de su politica, metodos de finaciacion 
y actividades. Esto me llevo a crear una fun- 
dacion basada en una filosofia mas abierta y 
progresista. Escogi la combinacion "Access 
2" porque hace referenda a un alcance inde- 
finido. Nuestro lema es "Access 2 music, art 
and hookers" ("Acceso a la musica, el arte 
y las putas") jajaja! Deben cambiar tantas co- 
sas, que debemos provocar nosotros mismos 
el cambio, y cuando algo cambie, recompensar 
por ello, aunque ese logro se reduzca simple- 
mente a que alguien haya cambiado hacia un 
punto de vista mas positivo. 

TM: i,Existe algun estudio en el mundo que 
este adecuadamente disehado o es tu fun- 
dacion la pionera en ofrecer esto? 

BS: Disehe y construi un estudio "Bob Frien- 
dly" en el GF Strong Rehabilitation Centre ( 
gfstrong.vch.ca ) para la Vancouver Adapted 
Music Society ( vams.org/studio-time.html ). 

Fue muy satisfactorio y eso me animo a seguir 
adelante con "Access 2". Estoy muy orgulloso 
del que segun sabemos, es el primer estudio 
que cubria las necesidades de una gente que 
requeria un estudio completamente equipado a 
la vez que accesible a su discapacidad fisica. 
Asi como vayamos creciendo, tendremos es- 
tudios en tantos paises del mundo como poda- 
mos. (what year was when did you build it????) 

TM: Imaginamos que todo supone muchi- 
simo trabajo. <j,Con cuanta gente cuentas a 
tu alrededor, participando activamente en la 
fundacion? 

BS: Actualmente tengo a 12 personas traba- 
jando desde dentro. Por otro lado, son muchos 
los artistas que estan apoyandonos con sus 
acciones y creaciones. La gente creativa es 
muy generosa, dado su amor por la musica y 
las artes. Con su fe y apoyo podemos mover 
montahas. Estoy convencido de que tendre- 
mos exito y conseguiremos todo lo que nos 
propongamos. 

TM: Asi que el primer estudio fue el que te- 
neis en Vancouver. <j,Que tal ha respondido 
la gente ante la iniciativa? &Son muchos los 
musicos que estan aprovechando sus ven- 
tajas? 

BS: Nos llevo unos 6 meses el construirlo y la 
verdad es que ha estado funcionando con exito 
desde su apertura, asi que ante la notable de- 
manda, nos hemos ido planteando el ir abrien- 
do mas, tanto en esa ciudad como en el resto 
del mundo. Respecto a la respuesta por parte 
de los musicos, te cuento algo: Uno de ellos, 
que usa regularmente el estudio de GF Strong, 



me dijo justo despues de haberle echado una 
mano con la bateria electronica (habia sufrido 
un derrame cerebral severo que le tenia par- 
cialmente paralizado): "Bobbi, me has devuelto 
a la vida!" Me quede sin habia. La alegria que 
vi en su rostro, no tiene precio. Eso justifica so- 
bradamente mi intencion de seguir haciendo 
esto las veces que convenga. 

TM: Imaginamos que cada estudio debe 
costar una fortuna. ^Cuanto cuesta aproxi- 
madamente un estudio "Bob Friendly", y 
como conseguiste financiar el primero? 

BS: Si, los estudios no son algo barato. Aun 
cuando se trate de algo modesto y los distri- 
buidores te hagan grandes descuentos, la cosa 

no baja de 35.000 dolares canadienses ( €). 

Eso no incluye la mano de obra ni las piezas de 
equipo que provienen de donaciones. El primer 
estudio lo pago principalmente GF Strong para 
apoyar a VAMS, con la intencion de compar- 
tir el estudio con sus pacientes tanto interinos 
como de fuera. Tambien recibimos fondos de 
otras fuentes externas y de donativos del publi- 
co. Hemos invertido ahora unos $70.000CAN$ 

( €) en equipo para nuestro proximo estudio 

asi que estamos buscandole ya una buena ubi- 
cacion. 

TM: El tipo de estudio que promueves debe 
ser muy distinto tecnicamente hablando del 
que estamos acostumbrados a ver. ^Como 
funciona el proceso de diseno? <?,Teneis la 
mayor parte del equipamiento necesario 
disponible en el mercado o son muchas las 
maquinas/instrumentos que deben ser redi- 
sehados o customizados de algun modo? 

BS: Es un poquito una combinacion de todo. 
Gracias a algunas personas talentosas y a los 
avances tecnologicos, todo va siendo mas facil. 
En primer lugar intento estandarizar el equipo 
de audio y de video, los ordenadores y sistemas 
de software en cada lugar, para evitar mayores 
problemas en caso de averias, desajustes, etc. 
Luego trabajo en la maqueta, que depende 
de la estructura y dimensiones de cada sitio, 
lo cual suele ser peliagudo, ya que no puedes 
disehar espacios muy estrechos o las sillas de 
ruedas u otros objetos no caberian. Tambien 
usamos accesorios adaptadores que permiten 
el acceso a ciertos instrumentos y a los ordena- 
dores. Normalmente hacemos bases a medida 
y aplicaciones que van en la pared para ayu- 
dar con todo eso. Al estar yo mismo en silla de 
ruedas, entiendo que hace falta, asi que trato 
de minimizar los posibles obstaculos. Tambien 
aconsejo a los voluntarios que piensen siem- 
pre en la adaptabilidad antes que en otra cosa, 
para que muchos elementos del equipo sean 
flexibles a las necesidades de distintos clien- 
tes. jTodo un reto pero factible siempre y cuan- 
do se tenga la actitud apropiada! 

TM: Hemos lei'do que quieres expandir 
esta idea globalmente. ^Cuales seran las 
siguientes ciudades donde se ubiquen 
otros estudios y de cuantos en total esta- 
riamos hablando en todo el mundo? 

BS: Actualmente estoy ayudando a mi buen 
amigo LES WARNER (THE CULT) a adap- 
tar su estudio en Las Vegas, y ya estamos 
trabajando tambien en los pianos de varios 
estudios que nos han pedido para New York, 
Florida, y dentro del Reino Unido, en Not- 
tingham, Birmingham, Liverpool y Londres. 
En cuanto al numero de estudios a nivel glo- 
bal, jno hay limites! Tantos como comunida- 
des que puedan usarlos y apoyarlos haya. 




TM: i,Sabes que no estana mal que tuviese- 
mos uno de esos en Espana? Aqm tambien 
hay gente cuyo talento se ve limitado por falta 
de un espacio acondicionado con los medios 
necesarios que se ajusten a su particular con- 
dicion fisica, asi que no estana mal plantearse 
esto en un futuro, <j,que dices, estanamos en 
tu mapa? 

BS: jPor supuesto que si! Me encantana tener 
la oportunidad de construir muchos estudios alii. 
^Cuando comenzamos? 

TM: Bueno, de momento vamos tomando 
nota! Dime, <j,hay otras fundaciones en el 
mundo similares a la tuya que anden promo 
viendo lo mismo? 

BS: No que yo sepa, pero sinceramente, espero 
que afloren otras. Podriamos hacer mucho mas 
si otros se suman y ayudan. Yo mismo ayudo 
economicamente a otras organizaciones que tie- 
nen dificultades con las vias de financiacion ha- 
bituales. Son muchos los que requieren de una 
financiacion que NO provenga del gobierno o 
alguna entidad politica que pueda interferir o res- 
tringir sus metas. Me gustaria que otras organiza- 
ciones vean a "Access 2 Foundation" como 
algo afin a su pensamiento y a sus necesidades. 

TM: Imaginamos que te habras sentido bas- 
tante incomodo trabajando en estudios con- 
vencionales, no adaptados a gente como tu. 
i,Cuales son los principales problemas con 
los que temas que lidiar cuando trabajabas en 
lugares asi? cQue es lo que mas te fastidia- 
ba? 

BS: Bueno, en primer lugar debo decir que aun- 
que todos los estudios se han esforzado en asis- 
tir las necesidades de cualquier discapacitado, 
no estan equipados apropiadamente. Desde los 
cuartos de baho hasta el acceso al equipo o al 
propio edificio. Odiaba absolutamente el no ser 
capaz de alcanzar los pomos de las puertas, los 



controladores de volumen o lo que fuera. Me veia 
alii sentado, esperando a que alguien lo hiciera 
por mi, y eso me mataba! Ahora podemos usarlo 
todo, como si usasemos un iPad, que te permite 
controlarlo todo via hardware y software. He teni- 
do que ser cargado en brazos como si fuese una 
pieza mas de equipo muchas veces, para meter- 
me en lugares increiblemente "Un-Bob Friendly" 
y aunque todos fueron muy colaboradores, yo es- 
taba hasta los c*jones! Lo bueno es que ya nunca 
me vere asi otra vez. 

TM: Estas solicitando ayuda a traves de In- 
ternet, haciendo buen uso de las redes so- 
ciales. Aprovecha nuestro medio de comuni- 
cacion para pedir lo que quieras desde aqui. 
Nos gustana serte de ayuda en algo en lo que 
creemos y apoyamos al 100%. 

BS: Todo sirve: Tiempo, talento, dinero, lo que 
este a tu alcance para hacer este sueho reali- 
dad. Se necesitan voluntaries para promocio- 
nar, publicitar y montar los estudios. Otra forma 
de colaborar es la de aportar equipos de mu- 
sica y accesorios, instrumentos, memorabilia 
que se pueda subastar, y por supuesto dinero 
en efectivo. Tambien estoy realizando un CD 
recopilatorio con temas donados por distintos 
de musicos. Todas las ganacias se destinaran 
a la fundacion. Otra manera facilisima de apo- 
yarme con coste cero, es la de hacerte fan de 
la pagina de la fundacion en Facebook y dejar 
un comentario. Para cualquier consulta, se me

TM: La idea del CD es genial y puede ser de 
gran ayuda. <?,Nos puedes dar mas informa- 
cion? ^Cuando y donde esperas que podre- 
mos tenerlo disponible? 

BS: Actualmente hay 38 bandas/artistas compro- 
metidos a participar en el CD que se titula "Syn- 
thetic Frequencies". Es un album de Industrial/ 
EBM). Ahora buscamos tambien otros artistas/ 
bandas mas comerciales de distintos generos 
musicales. Deberia haber salido ya esta primave- 
ra pero tuve que aparcar la idea debido a proble- 
mas de corazon (por suerte ya estoy recuperan- 
dome ya de ellos), que me obligaron a reposar y 
tomarme las cosas con calma. jOdio eso! Ahora 
no obstante, lo tengo ya casi listo. Estara dispo- 
nible en iTunes y otros vendedores usuales. Sa- 
caremos una edicion limitada de 3 CDs en caja y 
si hay suficiente demanda, habra un vinilo tam- 
bien. Otro proyecto musical es hacer un album 
de Trance ("Best of Platipus") y otro de temas 
de los 80, muy nostalgico, con bandas/artistas 
de esa decada. Agradezco la generosidad de los 
artistas al donar su musica y aceptar que los ro- 
yalties vayan para la fundacion. Imagino que se- 
guiremos lanzando Cds cada aho. 

TM: Un festival benefico o incluso varios, 



podnan tambien recaudar bastantes fondos. 
i,Has pensado en esto? <^0 en una posible 
campana de TV, contando incluso con artis- 
tas de renombre que hablen en nombre de la 
fundacion? 

BS: Lo he pensado, si, pero actualmente esta un 
poco fuera de nuestro alcance. Aunque despues 
de que se publiquen los albums este aho, eso po- 
dria cambiar. Creo que un "Access 2 Festival" 
sena GENIAL y que muchos artistas querrian to- 
car en el. (A ver si algun promotor lee esto y nos 
tiene en cuenta) 

TM: Eres padre de un chaval de 13 anos. Ima- 
ginamos que debe estar muy orgulloso de ti, 
por todo lo que te ha visto luchar desde siem- 
pre. ^Como ve esto de la fundacion, participa 
el de algun modo? 

BS: ^Orgulloso? jSoy el tocapelotas que lo man- 
da a la cama cada dia, jaja! Por ahora me ayu- 
da disehando las portadas de mis albums y los 
graficos de mi website. Tambien esta desarrollan- 
do una aplicacion que podria sernos de utilidad. 
Es increible con los ordenadores y le encanta la 
musica, aunque es una victima de mi mal humor, 
ipobre chico! Pero si, imagino que debe estar or- 
gulloso cuando ha expresado como le gusta lo 
que he hecho hasta ahora. Creo que se ira invo- 
lucrando mas con "Access 2", aunque quiero que 
lo haga solo si le gusta hacerlo y si disfruta con lo 
que esa labor le aporte a el personalmente. 

TM: Tu mayor sueho sena poder bailar algun 
dia, pero, ^existe alguna posibilidad tecnica- 
mente hablando? 

BS: Bueno, para ser exacto, lo que me gusta- 
ria es poder "levantarme y bailar". Eso es 

lo que deseo. Bailar, ya bailo con mi silla como 
puedo y todo lo que puedo. De hecho puedes 
encontrarme cada Sabado noche y hasta el ama- 
necer en la pista del "Sin City", en Vancouver. jMi 
estilo de musica y de gente! ^Levantarme y bailar 
como una persona capaz de hacerlo? Eso sena 
increible y quizas a traves de la tecnologia, la 
investigation celular y el tratamiento, eso pueda 
suceder algun dia. Ya sea a traves de metodos 
electricos y ciberneticos o reparando el sistema 
nervioso, el futuro resulta esperanzador. Pero si 
eso sucede, lo primero que haria, sena agarrar a 
mi hijo, levantarlo del suelo y darle el mayor abra- 
zo de papaito que haya tenido nunca!

BS: jGracias por habernos presentado! Me en- 
canta vuestra revista asi que estar en ella es fan- 
tastico. Seguire cada edicion fielmente.

TM: Hi Bobbi. First of all we want to tell you that we are big admirers 
of both your musical facet and the work you do leading The Access 
2 Foundation which fights for such an honourable cause.You're ma- 
king this edition very special, really. 

BS: Thank you! I have been doing music for a long time and had many phy- 
sical and financial difficulties accessing studios so I decided to create "Bob 
Friendly" environments for everyone to be in and help educate and reward 
people for assisting with this goal. 

TM: How long is it since you really started thinking seriously about 
creating the foundation, and how are things going since you put the 
first brick? 

BS: I have been thinking about it for at least a decade but things fell into 
place about 18 months ago. I had been helping with a few other charities but 
I felt frustrated by the boundaries that they seem to have around their poli- 
cies, funding and activities. So I decided to do one with a more progressive 
and open minded philosophy. I chose "Access 2" because it has an open 
ended scope. Our motto is "Access 2 music, art and hookers" and no one 
laughs, we know we're working with the wrong people! So many things need 
to be changed and so many views need to adjust that we must encourage 
change and reward when change happens, even if it that change is only 
someones viewpoint. 

TM: Does it exist a proper studio somewhere in the world which is pro- 
perly designed or is your foundation the very first one offering this? 

BS: I designed and built the first accessible "Bob Friendly" studio at the GF 
Strong Rehabilitation Centre ( gfstrong.vch.ca ) here for the Vancouver 
Adapted Music Society ( www.vams.org/studio-time.html ). It was ex- 
ceedingly rewarding and it inspired me to push forward with my plans with 
the foundation . I am very proud of it as it was the first that we are aware of 
that from the start catered for the needs of people with a physical disabili- 
ty who desired and required a fully professional but completely accessible 
studio. 

TM: We can imagine that it all supposes a lot of work. With how many 
people do you count on, participating actively in the foundation? 

BS: Currently worldwide "Access 2" has about 12 people working for it, but 
many are the artists supporting it through their actions and creations. Crea- 
tive people are very giving due to their love and appreciation towards music 
and arts. With their support and faith we can do anything. 

TM: What you're aiming to get isn't easy at all and it's nothing you 
will get in a couple of days. How are the people responding to this 
initiative? Are there many musicians who are taking advantage of the 
facilities the studio in Vancouver offers them? 

BS: It took us about 6 months to build it and the truth is that it has been run- 
ning successfully since the very first day. It's constantly in demand, hence 
the need for more studios, both locally and internationally. Concerning to the 
first question, I will just give you an example: One of our musicians who uses 
the studio regularly just after I had assisted him to use the electronic drum 
kit there (he had suffered a severe stroke and was partially paralyzed), he 
said "Bobbi you have brought me back to life!" I was speechless and very 
humbled by this. In my opinion it was the ultimate payment anyone could 
receive from someone and the look of joy on his face and on others faces 
who love the studio are an absolute endorsement of why it had to be done 
and why I will continue to do more. 

TM: That must have costed a fortune. How much could approximately 
cost a "Bob Friendly"recording studio, as you have named it yourself, 
with those characteristics? And how was the first one financed? 

BS: Yes, studios are not cheap, and even though it was a modest amount of 
equipment and the suppliers gave huge discounts it still cost around 35,000 
CAN$. That doesn't include labour and the pieces of equipment that were 
donated to it also. It was mainly paid for by GF Strong to support VAMS 
and for it to be able to share the studio with it's own onsite and out patients. 
There was also funding from outside sources and direct donations from the 
public too. Funding such a project is always a challenge. Location though is 
usually the biggest challenge as it has to meet a yearly budget and be ac- 
cessible too. Our next local studio already has about $70,000 of equipment 
available to it, so we are just looking for a good accessible location now. 

TM: The kind of studio you are promoting must be very different tech- 
nically speaking from what we are used to see. How does the design 
process work? Is there most of the equipment needed available in the 
market or are there many machines/instruments which must be either 
redesigned or customized in some way? 

BS: It's a bit of a combination. Thanks to some very talented individuals and 
technology leaping forward this is getting easier each time we do it. Firstly 
I try to "standardize" the audio and video equipment, and the computer and 
software systems in each location, so we know that each studio is ran the 
same way in case of technical issues. I then work on the layout depending 



on the shape and size of the location. This is really the most challenging part 
as it cannot be too cramped due to the size requirements of wheelchairs, 
etc. We also use a number of different adaptive equipment to help access 
the various instruments and the computer system too. Usually we make 
custom stands and wall features to assist with this. Because of being in a 
wheelchair myself makes me understand very well what's required and try to 
minimize the obstacles that a traditional studio would have. I also encourage 
our volunteers to think "adaptable" so they don't permanently set something 
in one way as each of our clients have hugely varying abilities so things 
need to be quite flexible. A challenge but doable with the right attitude! 

TM: We've read that you want to expand this idea globally, setting up 
more studios. Which are the next cities, where other studios will be 
located at and how many of them could finally exist in the world? 

BS: Yes I do want to take this around the world and I've already endeavored 
to do so. I am currently assisting my good friend LES WARNER (THE 
CULT) to adapt his studio in Las Vegas to a "Bob Friendly" environment. On 
the other hand, we've had requests to do studios in New York and Florida in 
the USA, and in the UK in the cities of Nottingham, Birmingham, Liverpool 
and London, so we are in the planning stage with all of them. As soon as we 
have more news and photos we will be posting them to our website. As for 
how many could exist? Limitless! As many as communities could use and 
support. 

TM: Do you know what? It wouldn't be bad if we had one of these stu- 
dios in Spain. There are also many people here seeing their talent li- 
mited because of the lack of a place that is conditioned with the needs 
that adjust to their particular physical condition, so this doesn't really 
sound a crazy idea to me. What do you think, could we ever be in your 
map? 

BS: Absolutely! I would love the opportunity to do many studios there. When 
do we start? 

TM: Well, I won't say we are not talking about this in the future, so let's 
keep the idea in mind, ok? :) Tell me, are there other foundations like 
yours in the world, promoting the same? 

BS: None that I am aware of but I sincerely hope that others pop up. We 
could do so much with more people joining in and helping! I am also very 
keen on the foundation becoming a funding source for other charities and 
organizations who have difficulties with standard funding resources. There 
are many organizations that require funding from a source that is NOT rela- 
ted to a government or other political entity that may interfere or restrict their 
goals and activities. I would like that "Access 2 Foundation" became that 
umbrella for other like minded' organizations and individuals who desire and 
require change. 

TM: You've obviously found yourself fighting against so many com- 
plications when working in the past at conventional studios, let's say. 
What problems did you have to deal with when you were working at 
places like this? What was it that pissed you off the most? 

BS: Firstly, I must make the point that most studios make every effort to 
assist with any disabled persons needs, but they're just not equipped for it. 
From the bathroom requirements, to accessing the equipment, to accessing 
the building. I absolutely hated not being able to twiddle knobs and faders, 
or touch anything! I had to just sit there and let someone else do it, which 
would just kill me! Now we can use anything, like an iPad for instance, which 
allows you controlling nearly everything via the hardware and software fa- 
cilities we use in our Access 2 studios. I have been carried about like equi- 
pment many times, into horrendously "UN-Bob Friendly" environments and 
even though everyone was incredibly supportive in sucked balls big time! 
Never doing THAT again .... 

TM: You're requesting help and support via Internet, making a good 
use of the social networks. Please, feel free to use this publication to 
ask for whatever you want. We'd love to be helpful with your cause 
because we believe in it and we support it 100%. 

BS: There are many ways the people can help with. Time, talent, money or 
whatever it's in their hands can make this dream come true. We need vo- 
lunteers to promote, advertise and help setting up the studios. Another way 
they can collaborate with is donating music equipment and accessories, ins- 
truments, memorabilia that can be auctioned and of course also with some 
cash. I'm also working on a CD compilation with songs that diverse musicians 
have donated. All proceeds will go to the foundation. And the easiest way to 
support me at no cost at all is going to the "Access 2" page on Facebook, "like 
it" and leave a comment. For any questions/suggestions people can contact

BS: There are currently 38 bands/artists commited to the CD which title 
is "Synthetic Frequencies". It's an industrial/EBM album. We're now 
looking for more mainstream and multiple-genre artists/bands. It should 
have been out in the spring but I've had some serious heart related 
health issues the last few months, all of which I am pleased to report are 
healing up nicely and speedily, which meant I had to rest (something I 
hate doing) and take it easy. This put the entire project on hold as I'm 
compiling and mastering the album. I am at last ready to embark on 
finishing it, all 40+ artists and bands, and get it ready for release. At first 
it will be available digitally via iTunes and the usual download music 
vendors. We will then be releasing a 3 CD limited edition box set and if 
there's enough demand, a vinyl edition also. We also have in the works 
a "Best of Platipus" Trance album and also an 80's Nostalgia album 
with bands and artists from the 80's. We are wanting to do albums for 
any and genres, it just depends on what material is donated to us. All 
the artists and bands have kindly donated their material to Access 2's 
cause and 100% or the royalties will be going to Access 2. We plan to 
continue making albums like this annually. 

TM: All those forms of support are doable and today and specially 
thanks to the Internet it shoudn't be difficult to get many people on 
board, but it comes to my mind now that you could even organize 
your own charity festival, or even a tour which could allow you 
raising more funds. 

BS: I have thought of it, but currently it is a little beyond our reach. Af- 
ter this years albums are released though that may change! I think an 
"Access 2 Festival" would ROCK and I'm sure many artists and bands 
would love to play it! Watch this space and fingers crossed we'll have 
one! (Hint hint to all the promoters reading this!) 

We guess he's very proud of 
you, after having seen you fighting so much and for so long. How 
does he see The Access 2 Foundation idea, does he participate in 
some way? 



BS: Not sure if he's that proud, after all, I am the meanie who makes 
him go to bed (LOL). Actually, he helps with some of my artwork for 
my album covers and my website graphics, he is currently working on 
an app or two that may help us also. He is amazing with computers 
and deeply loves music, though he does suffer my bad sense of hu- 
mour, poor boy! But I guess he's proud (although he's too shy to say 
it outright) of me and what do I do, yep, since he has expressed how 
much he likes what I have done with studios. I think his involvement 
will increase but I will only let him if it's what he really wants to do and 
enjoys what he achieves with it. 

TM: To finish, I'd like to ask you something which is eating me up 
since I met you Bobbi. Your biggest dream is to be able to dance 
one day but, is there any technical solution for that? Something 
that could allow you feel at least the closest sensation to that one 
felt when dancing? 

BS: Well, I should really be more specific: "To get up and dance" 

is what I desire. But to dance, I actually do it with my wheelchair, as 
much as I can. You can find me every Sat night dancing on the dance- 
floor of Vancouver's "Sin City" until the early hours of the next day. My 
kind of music and my kind of people! But to get up and dance like an 
abled bodied person you said? That would be amazing and maybe via 
technology or stem cell research and treatment, this may happen one 
day. Either as an electric power cyborg or from nervous system repair 
the future looks hopeful on that front. Though if it does happen, the first 
thing I would do is grab my son, lift him off the ground and give him the 
biggest Daddy hug he's ever had! (He'd probably run after, LOL) 

TM: That what you've just said is beautiful, so beautiful, that we 
hope (why not) that you get to fulfill this dream. We wish you 
the best in the world and that "Access 2 Foundation" keeps 
growing and succeeding all over the world. And please, keep us 
informed about any advance. We will be happy to publish it on our 
mag. 

BS: Thank you for having us! I love the magazine so being in it is fan- 
tastic. I will keep following you faithfully.

Hasta ahora, el negocio va sobre ruedas, asi que Elizabeth se plantea 
ya la idea de ir expandiendo su marca, ampliando catalogo y apoyan- 
do su causa a un nivel mucho mas alto. Una buena idea cargada de 
buena intencion. ^Por que no colaborar con ella y lucir una de sus 
camisetas este verano? 



NERVOSA CLOTHING is the splendid and fresh t-shirt line crea- 
ted by designer ELIZABETH COLETTE, a woman who has made 
herself, after years of infighting and relentless battle against a men- 
tal disorder, now having got out as much as she has been able to. 
Extravagant yet colourful and fun, her t-shirts promote "oddity" and 
individuality within the frame of certain mental diseases, provoking 
awareness and defending the use of medication as something the pa- 
tient shouldn't feel embarrased about but totally the opposite. Fighting 
against any particular disorder everyday of your life, is just because 
of that sole reason, something one should feel proud of. The concept 
also implies the idea of mitigating the painful stigma many of these 
people live with, often pointed with the finger by a society that prejud- 
ges too lightly. 

The t-shirts are printed on American Appaerl and Bella Tops and made 
of cotton, polyester and other top quality fibers highly durable and soft. 
A dollar from each sale goes to mental health organizations across 
Canada. The business is going very well, so Elizabeth is already thin- 
king on expanding her brand, adding more new designs to the catalog 
and advocating the cause at a higher level. A good idea based on a 
very good intention. Why don't you wear one of these fabulous t-shirts 
next summer? 
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ELIZABETH COLETTE no lo ha tenido 
facil. Su adolescencia estuvo marcada por 
el consumo de drogas y alcohol ademas de 
la lucha continua contra un desorden mental 
del que apenas era consciente. De su ninez 
recuerda que pasaba horas ordenando su ha- 
bitation una y otra vez y sintiendose agitada y 
enojada con cosas tan triviales como que los 
adornos en el arbol de Navidad no "encaja- 
sen" totalmente. 

Mas tarde se le diagnosticaria un desorden 
obsesivo compulsivo acompanado de ata- 
ques de ansiedad que a menudo desemboca- 
ban en la depresion. En la adolescencia, los 
sintomas empeoraron considerablemente, 
asi que tuvo que someterse a medicacion y 
terapia electroconvulsiva cuando tenia solo 
14 anos. Pero no habia logrado deshacerse 
de su adiccion a las drogas ni mucho menos. 
A los 17 estaba totalmente enganchada a 
ellas, rechazando una medicacion que tam- 
poco parecia funcionar. Pero como sucede 
(afortunadamente) a veces, toco fondo para 
poder despues resurgir como el Ave Fenix, 
dejando los abusos atras y permitiendo ahora 
si, que la medicacion cumpliese su funcion. 
Despues dehaber coqueteado con la camara 
como modelo alternativa y aparecido en va- 
rias revistas, se deicidio por el mundo de la 



moda, e incluso fue capaz de lanzar su propia 
coleccion, pero la vanidad que rodea ese cir- 
culo y las dificultades economicas a la hora 
de financiar su negocio, acabaron por desani- 
marle. Lo bueno de todo es que aprendio mu- 
cho de aquella etapa ademas de conseguir 
buenos contactos. 

Decidida a hacer algo mas positivo que pu- 
diera ayudar a otros que estuvieran pasando 
por una situation parecida a la que sufrio ella 
misma en su pasado, creo a finales del 2011 
la marca NERVOSA CLOTHING, cuya mo- 
tivation principal reside en defender la medi- 
cation como algo de lo que sentirse orgullo- 
sos y nunca avergonzados, si eso es lo que 
puede ayudarte a ser feliz. La marca colabora 
economicamente con distintas instituciones 
mentales en Canada, a traves de la venta de 
sus camisetas. 

Elizabeth sigue tomando su medicacion, total- 
mente estable y concentrada en su negocio, 
viviendo una vida feliz y productiva, apoyada 
por un novio que la adora y disfrutando de 
su familia y amistades. En un futuro cercano 
quiere que su marca sea ampliamente reco- 
nocida en Internet, ofrecer muchos mas pro- 
ductos y por supuesto seguir ayudando a otra 
gente con problemas mentales. 




ELIZABETH COLETTE hasn't had an 
easy life. Her adolescence was marked by 
alcohol and drug abuse and the constant 
fighting against a mental disorder which she 
was barely conscious about. She remembers 
reorganizing her room over and over again 
when she was a child, or feeling agitated and 
upset if the adorments on the Xmas tree didn't 
"match" and trivial things like that. Later she 
was diagnosed with Obsessive Compulsive 
Disorder which was often followed by anxiety 
attacks that would end in depression. During 
her adolescence, the symptoms became in- 
creasingly worse, so she was hospitalized 
and treated with medication and ECT when 
she was just 14. But she couldn't get rid of her 
addiction in no way. At 1 7 years old she was a 
full blown drug addict who refused to take the 
medication which seemed to be not working. 
But as it (fortunately) happens sometimes, she 
hit a rock bottom to reemerge like the Phenix, 
leaving all the abuses behind and allowing the 
medication to get its mission. After having flir- 
ted for some time with the camera as an alter- 
native model and having appeared on several 
publications, she decided to try something wi- 
thin the fashion world and she even launched 
her own couture collection but she was irrita- 
ted with the vanity of the industry and the di- 



ficulties she found to fund her business didn't 
help either, so she became discouraged. The 
good thing is that she could learn lots of things 
and get many important contacts in that time. 

Absolutely committed to do something more 
positive which could also help others who 
were suffering from similar problems to those 
she had suffered in the past, she created by 
the end of 2011 NERVOSA CLOTHING, 
a brand which main motivation lies in defen- 
ding the medication as something the patient 
should feel proud of and never embarrassed 
about, because that 's always good as long 
as helps you achieving your happiness. The 
brand collaborates financially with several 
mental institutions in Canada, thanks to the 
sales of t-shirts. 

Elizabeth keeps taking her medication, feeling 
absolutely estabilized and focused on her bu- 
siness, living a happy and productive life, su- 
pported by a boyfriend who adores her and 
enjoying the company of family and friends. 
She expects that in a near future her brand's 
becoming widely known on the Internet, to 
offer many more products and of course to 
keep helping other people with mental pro- 
blems.

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WARREN PRISKE estudio Jazz en el Estado Orange a sus 20 anos en 
la California State University en Fullerton (CA). Reconoce que poraquel 
entonces no tenia un interes especial en ello sino que lo hacia mas bien 
por mera aficion, colaborando con otros estudiantes del mismo genera 
que necesitaban un cantante al que acompanar musicalmente. En aquella 
epoca se ganaba la vida como DJ y presentador profesional, asi que ya 
tenia la practica suficiente para sentirse comodo frente a una audiencia, 
pero tener su propia banda era todavia una idea que le venia grande en 
aquel momento, y bajo ningun concepto se veia a si mismo como a un 
Integra profesional. Con los anos, fue actuando en vivo ocasionalmente 
junto a algunas bandas en distintos eventos, hasta que una noche decidio 
decantarse por cantar y dejar de lado el trabajo como D J . Estaba entonces 
colaborando con una increible banda de Jazz al mas puro estilo vintage.

Habia vendido y pagado la mayor parte de propiedades 
que habia poseido justo antes de que emergiese la crisis, sintiendose libra 
de hacer cualquier cosa que quisiera. Era el momento de alcanzar ahora 
ahora el sueho de cantar que habia aparcado tiempo atras. No perdio ni 
un minuto mas, desempolvando su equipo y comenzando a ensayar sobre 
pistas instrumentales de fondo. Con la flexibilidad necesaria para poder 
perseguir ese sueno, Warren dedico todo su tiempo y esfuerzos a formar 
una banda y a hacerla vendible en el mercado. No le costo hacerlo, pues 
disfruta tanto de la faceta comercial de este trabajo como de la de cantante.

Cree que cometio el error de pensar que el buen Jazz y las grandes 
bandas existian a montones. En sus propias palabras: "Si hubiese 
sabido que los buenos cantantes masculinos en este genero 
eran tan pocos y necesarios, habria hecho esto mucho tiempo 
antes, aunque a pesar de todo, estoy viviendo el mejor momento 



de mi vida". Lo que podemos decirte a la espanola Warren, es que 
"nunca es tarde si la dicha es buena"y sin duda nos alegramos enor- 
memente de haberte descubierto. Seguramente, muchos de nuestros 
lectores esten pensando lo mismo que nosotros; que no estaria de 
mas celebrar una fiesta contigo y tu orquesta como invitados de lujo, 
haciendonos disfrutar de una velada magica y de inolvidable ensueno.

sabe hacer, transportarnos con su seductora voz a un pasado que no 
nos cansaremos jamas de rememorar. Ha sido un placer descubrirle 
tanto a el como a su admirable orquesta en ese paraiso poblado de 
artistas que es hoy Internet. No vamos a perderle de vista y a tener 
su nombre muy en cuenta cada vez que se trate de escuchar buena 
musica con ese toque genuino propio de la vieja escuela que el y su 
banda reviven para nosotros como si los propios clasicos de siem- 
pre se hubiesen reencarnado literalmente en ellos, sabedores de que 
necesitamos seguir recordando y quedandonos del pasado y de lo 
bueno, siempre con lo mejor. 
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WARREN PRISKE first studied jazz in Orange County in California, 
at age 20 when he attended California State University in Fullerton. 
He admits he didn't have a special interest on it at that time because he 
saw this more like a hobby, collaborating with some Jazz combo stu- 
dents who needed to learn following a singer. He was a professional DJ 
and emcee at the time, so this had given him experience and practice 
enough to feel comfortable in front of an audience, but having his own 
band was just too big of an idea for him at those days not considering 
himself a professional by any stretch. Over the years, he would occasio- 
nally find himself working along side a live band at different events, until 
he decided one night that he would rather sing than DJ. He was by then 
working with a great vintage Jazz act. Their singer had a bit of a Dean 
Martin swagger in his opinion and although the band was fabulous, he 
was convinced about being able to do it at least that well or even better. 
So he told himself in his insights that he needed to be doing exactly 
THAT. A new star had just born. 

But beginnings are never easy. The truth is that he was making a good 
living out of djing and having a family to support was not something he 
would risk by switching careers overnight. After having worked for 15 
years with the most successful DJ agencies in Southern California, he 
eased his way into a career as a real estate investor, with the intention 
to become financially free in as short a period of time as possible. The 
exploding real estate market through the early and mid 2000s helped 
him do just that. 



Within just a few years he acquired and paid off enough income from real 
estate to virtually retire. He had either sold or paid off most of the real 
estate he owned just before the crash, so he felt free to do whatever he 
wanted. It was the moment to pursue his dream of singing which he had 
shelved long time ago. He wouldn't waste not one minute more, dusting 
off the chops and starting to rehearse over recorded background tracks. 
With the flexibility and schedule to allow him to follow his dream, he put 
just about all his time and effort into forming a band and marketing it. 
This wasn't difficult for him because he enjoyed as much the marketing 
facet as that one of a singer. 

For the first two years he spent sometimes 12 hours a day working on 
forming a band which was so brilliant that the world would get to know 
and talk about it. And he did totally reach his goal. They quickly became 
the "go to" Swing band among celebrity event planners, so their agenda 
started to be filled with gigs at related to Hollywood industry parties as 
well at those celebrated after any award show. In his first three years 
with the band he performed on television twice and he was called by 
the internationally famous GLENN MILLER Orchestra to perform with 
them on their Mexico tour. Everything was happening so fast and since 
then, things have just got better everyday. 

He's currently working with some of the best musicians in the country 
and all of them carry admirable careers on their shoulders. Some of 
them have been playing for FRANK SINATRA, ELLA FITZGERALD, 
TONY BENNETT, PAUL ANKA, BRIAN SETZER, BIG BAD VOODOO 
DADDY and even ELVIS. 
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What he loves the most about playing with older musicians is the ama- 
zing stories they can tell and of course the fact that they appreciate 
much more and better than the younger musicians the old-school style 
his singing is based on. Personally, he's not very interested in mo- 
dernizing the style and although he recognized the merit of newer ar- 
tists when they re-interpretate the standards, he's still fascinated with 
the original and genuine sound. The great Jazz bands and artists he 
admire are MEL TORME, BOBBY DARIN, ELLA FITZGERALD and 
WAYNE NEWTON mainly. It was thanks to FRANK SINATRA that he 
became interested in this genre of music, but when he heard other ar- 
tists singing the same material in a higher range with a smoother and 
more melodic approach, he was definitely sold. 

He only regrets about having waited for too long to follow his drea,. He 
thinks he made a mistake thinking that good Jazz and big band singers 
were a dime a dozen. In his own words: "Had I known quality male 
singers in this genre were so few and so needed, I'd have done 
this long ago. Spite of all, I'm having the time of my life."

I hope that one day soon I can travel the world, starting to visit some 
of the majestic jewels that make the Old Europe such a special place 
on the map. One of those jewels is Austria. Since I was a little child I 
listened for hours to who is in my opinion the God of Classical Music, 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, so I had visit his house-museum in Salz- 
burg as soon as I had the chance. Another thing I would like to do before 
I die is to attend New Year's Concert in Vienna. Taking advantage of my 
stay and apart from trying to see as many things as possible, I wouldn't 
forget to have a long walk by the ZENTRALFRIEDHOF, the evocative 
cemetery we tell you about in this new chapter of Dark Tourism. 

Well, let's dream on ... I think the best would be to visit it in the depths 
of Autumn, and if possible have it coincide with a cloudy day. Just to 
contemplate the beautiful panoramic image which illustrates these two 
pages, suggests to me an unforgettable and pleasant experience for 
all senses. If I close my eyes, I can imagine for a moment the relaxing 
sensation of walking between the graves and its many paths and ave- 
nues, where the ground is entirely covered by a soft carpet of leaves ... 
Green, yellow, orange, reddish, ochre, brown and even black. Nature gi- 
ves shape by her free will to a wonderful tapestry of eye-catching colours 
and fanciful shapes, the dream of any photographer or painter, without 
forgetting the breathtaking and almost intoxicating aroma of all that life 
constantly in a transformation process. 



It must be so exciting to go deep into its peaceful landscape, hearing the 
foliage rustling under your feet, or the many birds living on the branches 
of its (the its makes always reference to the cemetery) majestic trees. Or 
to contemplate the little naughty squirrels running around happily while 
looking for any succulent bite, perfectly adapted to their environment and 
indifferent to the human tragedy. Places like this take our dead in, yes, 
but pay attention to the images in this report. Don't you see that there's 
life in any corner? Nature always makes her way, unstoppable, literally 
burying once again those who were already buried so long ago it's im- 
possible to know exactly when ... 

Some of the older gravestones are covered by moss, and not even the 
tallest tombs or sculptures can get rid of the inexorable embrace (its 
again figurative) of the climbing plants. And the truth is that is beautiful, 
a poem which perfection is just extraordinary. The many lanterns rusted 
by the periodic yearly rains, with some of their glasses broken, are even 
in their decrepit state, a picturesque detail in this place which if it was too 
well cared, it would surely lose a big part of its charming uniqueness. 

Really, if you can ever be at ZENTRALFRIEDHOF (alive), don't be in a 
hurry and take the time that the experience deserves.

El cementerio mas famoso de los nada me- 
nos que 50 que tiene la ciudad de Viena es 
el ZENTRALFRIEDHOF, que ademas es 
tambien uno de los mas grandes en todo el 
mundo. Aunque su nombre significa en ale- 
man literalmente "Cementerio Centrar, este 
no esta situado precisamente en el centra 
de Viena, sino en el distrito de Simmering, 
en el extrarradio. La decision de construirlo 
se tomo en 1863, en pleno boom industrial, 
cuando los cementerios comunales se es- 
taban quedando pequenos, y la capital del 
Imperio Austrohungaro esperaba un cre- 
cimiento de poblacion que llegana a los 4 
millones de habitantes hacia el final del siglo 
XX (aunque la realidad fue que el Imperio 
colapsaria en 1918). Los arquitectos pai- 
sajistas KARL JONAS MYLIUS y AL- 
FRED FRIEDRICH BLUNTSCHLI, am- 
bos de Frankfurt, presentaron su proyecto 
de diseho en 1870, llamandolo "Per angus- 
ta ad augusta" (De lo funesto a lo sublime), 
gracias al cual fueron galardonados. 

Cuatro anos mas tarde, el cementerio abria 
sus puertas por vez primera, en el "D/a de 
todos los Santos" (^de donde habra saca- 
do la Iglesia tantos santos? Jo sabes tu, 
querido lector?). Como siempre, hubo dis- 
putas y conflictos derivados de incluir en 
este cementerio a grupos que profesaban 
distinta fe, asi que ahi estaba por ejemplo 
la Iglesia Romana Catolica, cabreada por- 
que la ciudad no queria celebrar una inau- 
guration catolica, aunque si habia accedido 
a una importante inversion en una seccion 
del cementerio especialmente dedicada a la 
comunidad judia ... En fin. El primer entierro 
celebrado el mismo dia de la apertura, fue el 
de JAKOB ZELZER, cuya tumba sigue en 
pie hoy dia, situada cerca de las oficinas del 
cementerio. Otros 15 entierros se sucede- 
nan el mismo dia. 

Cubriendo un area de 2,4 kms2, el cemen- 
terio acoge ya mas de 3 millones de falleci- 
dos y la cifra no tiene intencion de disminuir, 
no mientras sigan teniendo lugar en el entre 
20 y 25 entierros diarios. Ademas de las zo- 
nas dedicadas tanto a judios como a cris- 
tianos en sus distintas ramas de creencia, 
Zentralfriedhof incluyo en 1876 un area 
para musulmanes, estando sujetos eso si, 
a enterrarse en un ataud y no en un sudario 
como dicta la fe islamica. En fin. En el 2005 
tambien se habilito otra zona para budistas. 
En fin, en fin, en fin, todos muertos creamos 
en lo que creamos en vida. 

Existe tambien un area dedicada a ninos, 
desde los que han nacido ya muertos, a 
los que tienen una edad determinada, que 
generalmente no superan los 110 cms de 
altura. Un crematorio esta tambien disponi- 



ble aunque en Austria son un tanto reacios 
a quemar los cuerpos pues le tienen mucho 
apego al "Schone Leiche" (Bonito Cada- 
ver). (Ahora que lo pienso bien, si toda la 
gente en el pasado hubiese optado por el 
crematorio, \ahora esto del Necroturismo no 
tend rl a mucho sentidolAun asl, mis cenizas 
al mar por favor, y de ceremonias religiosas 
ninguna o regresare convertida en zombie 
para quemar a todo el que no haya respe- 
tado mi voluntad.) Precisamente pensando 
cada dia mas en su turismo, Viena ha ido 
incluyendo en el cementerio tumbas hono- 
rarias, conocidas como "Ehrengrab" (Tum- 
ba Honoraria), para distinguir a aquellos ciu- 
dadanos que hayan realizado en vida algo 
que merece ser recordado tras su muerte. 
La ciudad en cualquier caso, suele ocuparse 
de financiar este tipo de tumbas y su man- 
tenimiento. 

Lo que mas visitantes atrae este cementerio, 
aparte del encanto indiscutible que posee el 
lugar en si mismo, es la cantidad de grandes 
nombres de la Musica Clasica que estan en- 
terrados aqui. Clara, si hay una ciudad en 
el mundo conocida como la ciudad de la 
musica, jesa es Viena! Al final del reporta- 
je encontraras una lista con las tumbas de 
musicos mas famosas que se encuentran 
aqui. Otros ilustres enterrados son: KURT 
WALDHEIM (Secretario General de la ONU 
y Presidente austriaco), MATTHIAS SINDE- 
LAR (futbolista), ALBERT SALOMON von 
ROTHSCHILD y NATHANIEL ANSELM 
von ROTHSCHILD Nathaniel (por supues- 
to, ambos financieros), CARL RITTER von 
GHEGA (ingeniero y disenador del Carril 
de Tren de Semmering), GELI RAUBAL 
(sobrina de Hitler y segun se rumorea, su 
amante), THEO LINGEN (actor, director y 
guionista aleman), etc, etc. 

Zentralfriedhof es tan grande, que esta 
permitido circular en coche por el (pagando 
por supuesto una cuota), salvo contadas ex- 
cepciones como el "D/a de todos los San- 
tos" en el que los atascos serian inevitables. 
Tambien es posible optar por el autobus 
publico, que dispone de una linea con dis- 
tintas paradas dentro del recinto. Otra ruta 
interesante si visitas Viena como turista, es 
la que realiza el tranvia electrico, inaugura- 
do en 1901, por un carril por el que circu- 
laban antiguamente los coches de caballos, 
que va desde Schwarzenbergplatz a Zen- 
tralfriedhof. Entre los habitantes de Viena, 
es comun usar la frase "Ha cogido el 71" 
(numero que corresponde a esta linea) a 
modo de eufemismo, refiriendose al que ha 
fallecido.

The most famous cemetery amongst Vienna's 
50 cemeteries is ZENTRALFRIEDHOF, 

which is also one of the biggest in the world. 
Although its name means literally in German 
"Central Cemetery', it's not located in the city 
center but on the outskirts, in the outer city 
district of Simmering, so its name is signifi- 
cant to the size rather than to the location. The 
decision to build it came in 1863, when due 
to the industrial boom, the communal ceme- 
teries would prove insufficient, and specially 
because the capital of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire expected to increase its population 
up to 4 million inhabitants by the end of the 
20th century (the reality though, was that the 
Empire would collapse in 1918). The cemetery 
was designed in 1870, according the plans of 
the Frankfurt landscape architects KARL JO- 
NAS MYLIUS and ALFRED FRIEDRICH 
BLUNTSCHLI, who were awarded for the 
project which name was "Per angusta ad au- 
gusta" (From dire to sublime). 

Four years later, in 1874, the cemetery was 
opened on "All Saint's Day' (Where have the 
Church got so many saints from? Do you know 
it dear reader?). As usual, there were conflicts 
and controversy because of the many different 
faith groups, so here it was for instance the 
Roman Catholic Church, complaining because 
the city didn't want an official Catholic opening 
but it gave an important amount of money for 
the construction of a Jewish section ... Well. 
The first burial took place on the day of the 
opening and it was that of JAKOB ZELZER, 
whose grave still exists today, located near the 
offices of the cemetery. Fifteen other people 
were also buried later the same day. 



Covering a span of 2.4 square kilometres, 
the cemetery has some 3,3 million interred 
and this amount will surely grow more since 
there are up to 20-25 burials every day. Apart 
from the areas dedicated to Jews and Chris- 
tians with their respective different branches 
of beliefs, Zentralfriedhof included in 1876 a 
section for Muslims althoug according to Aus- 
trian law and in contrast to the Islamic practice, 
they are always buried in a coffin and not in a 
shroud. Well. In 2005, Europe's first Buddhist 
cemetery was also established in Zentralfried- 
hof. Well, well, well, we all are dead at the end 
my friends. 

It also exists an area where stillborn, babies 
and young children up to 110 cm of height 
are interred, and there's also a crematorium 
available, but cremation is not really popular 
in Austria, maybe because of the "Schone 
Leiche" (Beautiful Corpse) tradition. (And this 
makes me think that if all the people in the past 
had opted for the cremation, the Dark Tourism 
wouldn't exist today LOL However, I hope 
that my ashes are trown over the sea please. 
I don't want any religious ceremony at all or I 
swear blind, that I'll come back as a zombie 
to cremate myself whoever who wouldn't have 
respected my last will) 

But because tourism is an important source of 
income, Vienna has included quite a few hono- 
rary graves, known in Austria as "Ehrengrab" 
(Grave of Honor) to distinguish some citizens 
for the extraordinary services or achievements 
in their lifetime. The city of Vienna is usually 
in charge of the financing and care of these 
graves. However, what it's highly attractive for 



the tourists, apart from the undeniable charm 
the entire place has itself, is the considerable 
number of big names of the Classic Music Era 
interred here. And of course, if there's a city 
known in the world as "The City of Music", 
that's Vienna! On the next page you can see a 
brief list with some of the most famous graves 
of musicians in Zentralfriedhof. 

Other notable interments non-related to music 
who are buried here are: KURT WALDHEIM 
(UN Secretary-General and Austrian Presi- 
dent), MATTHIAS SINDELAR (footballer), 
ALBERT SALOMON von ROTHSCHILD and 
NATHANIEL ANSELM von ROTHSCHILD 
(of course, both financers), CARL RITTER 
von GHEGA (engineer and designer of the 
Semmering Railway), GELI RAUBAL (Hitler's 
niece and rumoured lover), THEO LINGEN 
(German actor, director and screenwriter) and 
so many more. 

This cemetery is so big that private car traffic 
(paying a toll of course) is allowed every day of 
the year except "All Saint's Daf to avoid traffic 
jams. There's also a public bus line with seve- 
ral stops in the cemetery. Another interesting 
route if you ever visit Vienna as a tourist, is that 
one you can make by taking the eletric tram 
which replaced in 1901 the old horse tram and 
that runs from Schwarzenbergplatz to Zen- 
tralfriedhof. Amongts the Viennese, a popular 
euphemism for a dead person is to say that 
"He/she has taken the 71" (number that co- 
rresponds to this line). 

Sometimes a black joke is not so bad.

JT: I started very young when I was studying at UCLA, but I just did 
it eventually. There was an opportunity to work as a model in NY, 
so as soon as I graduated I moved to that city to work for 3 years. 

SH: Is modelling now your full-time job? 

JT: Well, I work quite often so I guess I cannot complain but it's not 
the only thing I do today for a living. As long as a new job doesn't 
come up, I'm working for my family's skin care company. I run the 
marketing department. I'm grateful for this. To work with my family 
allows me the flexibility I need to be able to fulfill myself as a model. 

SH: Do you see yourself working on this for a long time? 

JT: At the moment I feel happy doing this, so as long as someone 
wants to hire me, here I am! 

SH: And of course, as long as you can mantain that excellent 
body you have ... What do you do to keep yourself in such a 
good shape? 

JT: I follow a balanced diet and I work my body out at the gym 
every day. As simple or complicated as that (depends on how you 
see it). In my case, I like to take care of myself and you know what 
it's said: "No pain, no gain". 

SH: Yeah, the truth is that when we look at your photos it's 
obvious that you're not eating hamburgers and settled on the 
sofa all day long. Anyway, we imagine that you must like to 
enjoy some delicacy from time to time, don't you? 

JT: Of course! Everytime I work in another country where I've ne- 
ver been before, I like to try some of their specialties, but I do it 
always moderately.

SH: You still have some years ahead to keep working as a mo- 
del but I guess you have thought about your future once you 
are too old for this, right? 

JT: Of course. In the future I see myself investing in properties. 

SH: There are plenty of photos in your portfolio where you 
appear naked or half-naked (it's clear that your physique is 
a great potential you have for Nude, Swimwear or Fit Mode- 
lling), but I guess you also like to try other things.

I couldn't have mentioned just one hit of the 
most successful duet in UK's music history. 
Is true that "WEST END GIRLS" was his 
first biggest hit, with 1 ,5 million of copies 
sold just in UK and which is still today their 
most-heard single, but the discography of 
these highly-gifted monsters is too rich and 
precious to mention just one of their songs. 
So, I've prefered to share here some links 
to some of the their most remarkable vi- 
deoclips/songs of the 80s-90s. No matter if 
you already knew PET SHOP BOYS or 
this is the first time you hear about them, it 
will be always a pleasure that you put your 
headphones on and let yourself to be se- 
duced by NEIL TENNANT's voice and the 
wonderful music that both, him and CHRIS 
LOWE, the other half of the duet, are able to 
compose with such superb mastery and gra- 
ce, you have to be truly insensitive musically 
speaking for not to appreciate it. 

During several years, long before my En- 
glish vocabulary had more than 10 words, I 
didn't give a shit about what the lyrics said. I 
heard their songs on the radio and they went 
in my ears just like fresh water in a burning 
summer day. Now that over the years I've 
learnt (more or less) English, I enjoy even 
more their admirable discography. Not many 
music artists in the world can put a compi- 
lation together which includes only number 
1 hits. With 8 platinum, 2 gold and 4 silver 
albums in Uk and over 100 million records 
sold worldwide, they are still very active, al- 
ready in their third decade of career, headli- 
ning the best festivals in the world and sur- 
prising us with their music as they did it in 
the 80s. Their story is astonishing, they're a 
legend, authentic Pop icons ... And for me 
they even mean much more ... 

As I mentioned before, I knew PSB thanks 
to the radio and of course the MTV, since I 
grew up in the 80s, but I would really get to 
know them more extensively already in the 
90s, when I met at the Escola Massana in 
Barcelona, who would become not just my 
best friends for many years but also one 
of my purest and most honest loves ever. 
We've lived so many good moments toge- 
ther, and so many of those moments have 
been accompanied by the music of his fa- 
vourite band. He was the first person getting 
me into the Electronic Music, many years 
before I started my nightlife adventure as a 
gogo-dancer. We played hooky many times, 
spending the afternoon hours at his parents', 
while they were away at work, sitting down 
on the living room's floor, in twilight, liste- 
ning to PSB's hits, and specially to "WE 
ALL FEEL BETTER IN THE DARK" (After 
Hours Climax). We remained in silence, just 
listening to the great music of these two Brit- 
tish guys, freaking out with the atmosphere 
their songs were able to create around us. 

The curious thing is that it wasn't until seve- 
ral years ago when we made love for the first 
time. It has been a long time since we met 
for the last time but I still keep the memo- 
ries of those afternoons together totally in- 
corruptible and untouchable in the bottom of 
my heart. And I cannot separate these me- 
mories from PSB's music which make them 
even more beautiful.

The original by HAROLD MELVIN & The 
Blue Notes released in 1975 was already 
a good song, and THELMA HOUSTON 

made also a good work with her version 
one year later, but we must recognize 
THE COMMUNARDS' big merit for ha- 
ving made the most fresh and vibrant ver- 
sion ever, which was also the biggest hit 
by the English duet formed by JIMMY 
SOMMERVILLE (surely the most famous 
falsetto voice after THE BEE GEES) and 
RICHARD COLES. The strange thing is 
that the song just reached the #40 in the 
US Billboard Hot 100, but did top the Bill- 
board Dance chart and it was the UK's big- 
gest selling single of 1986.

FRANKIE GOES TO HOLLYWOOD relea- 
sed in 1983 this song which is still today an 
anthem at any gay club/bar. Despite of be- 
ing banned in that time by BBC, due to the 



openly sexual content in the lyrics, the record 
sleeve and the videoclip, the song finally rea- 
ched the number 1 on the UK singles chart, in 
1984, when BBC had to lift the ban after the 
band was getting a big success in most of the 
commercial TV channels and radio stations. 
The truth is that the video is something else. 
Many people were wondering if there was 
any subliminal message of non-sexual con- 
notations on the song's lyrics, but the reality 
is that it was supersexual. The band promo- 
ted the single with an ad for the press which 
showed the singer HOLLY JOHNSON with a 
shaved head and rubber gloves and the key- 
boardist PAUL RUTHERFORD in a sailor cap 
and a leather vest accompanied by the phra- 
se "All the Nice Boys Love Sea Men" (the last 
2 words actually sound like 'semen", don't 
you think?). Hehe, what a brilliant wisecrack! 
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"ROCK ME AMADEUS" UkV) 



JOHANN HANS HOLZEL, mas cono- 
cido como FALCO, ha pasado a la his- 
toria como el artista austnaco que mas 
ha vendido en todo el mundo hasta la fe- 
cha.

JOHANN HANS HOLZEL, better known 
as FALCO, would go down in history as 
the best selling Austrian singer of all time. 
He's been also the first and only artist who- 
se main language is German to score #1 
in USA and UK with his song "ROCK ME 
AMADEUS". You know, just to use the 
name of Amadeus is very suggestive. 

But to be honests, we must say that the 
song is not really special after all, although 
it's catchy and the concept in general works 
fine, giving as a result a delightful and funny 
portrayal of the most famous composer of 
classical music of all times, but being more 
focused on the spenthrift and haughty side 
the most famous composer of Classical Mu- 
sic ever seemed to have had sometimes. 
The single was released in 1985. One year 
before the movie "AMADEUS" (blockbus- 
ter!) by MILOS FORMAN was inspiring FAL- 
CO to work on a song which is today a Pop 
Culture's big symbol.

I could never praise him enough. He's been the most creative, charismatic and spectacular artist of 
the many who proliferated in the Movida Madrilena (Madrid's Movement or Scene), that artistic/cultural 
movement which was shaking the foundations of Spain when it was still swamped with the recent and 
thick Francoist whiff and which gave so much to the Spanish Pop & Rock. Again, I cannot be fair men- 
tioning just one song, so I recommend you here watching some videos so in case you didn't know this 
artist, now you'll get yourself some more culture, because to know him is to love him forever, believe 
me. Internationally known for his impeccable version of "ELOISE", an original song by BARRY RYAN, 
he didn't just improve this theme but he also did it again with the songs "DON'T YOU WANT ME" by 
HUMAN LEAGUE and "KILLING ME SOFTLY" by ROBERTA FLACK (all these are songs originally 
very good, don't get me wrong, but TINO did really give them a new, exciting and vibrat life, rewriting the 
lyrics with his particular and exquisite style and performing them with his elegant and sensual singing ; 
in a few words, he made each of these Pop classic songs his very own, something only a genius could 
make). Really, if you don't know a word of Spanish, let me tell you how much you're missing. If you ever 
consider learning my lingo, please, use his lyrics at some point, you won't regret. 

TINO CASAL was a complete artist (also a painter, sculptor and fashion designer/stylist), a visionary 
and a person I'd have liked to know personally so much. Some vulgar and ignorant people, whose 
artistic and aesthetic sensibility is just comparable to the technology of an espadrille, have seen him as 
an oddbod, an eccentric and outlandish ally of the Devil and so many other inanities. Obviously, he had 
his own dark side, but if you are intelligent enough you'll realize that what he did with some of his songs 
it was exactly laughing at all those rumours (his song "SEX O NO SEX" - a play on the words "Ser o 
no ser" or in English To be or not to be" - is a good example of this, apart from being a delicious tune 
loaded with tons of indomitable sexual energy. I would sell maybe not entirely but certainly a good part 
of my soul to the Devil to get a night of conversation with someone who's all but a superficial person. 
What a pitty that his life was truncated so soon, in that car accident when see how curious fate can be, 
he was the only one deceased. But as I think more and more about it, I'm everyday more and more 
convinced that his destiny was exactly that one, to become a legend, to remain in our memory young 
and beautiful forevermore. Damn, he was so sexy. The stage was always brimming sensuality with 
his presence, even if it was covered with clothes from his head to his toes. What can I say about his 
staging, his fashion styling, between Baroqueism and Kitsch. He reminds me in some of his TV shows 
a peacock, displaying all the multicolored magnificence of his feathers for the delight and astonishment 
of all of us, poor mortals. 

Musically speaking, I must recognize whether I like it or not, that it doesn't happen very often in my 
country that such a cosmic phenomenon is born. His passage through the Spanish music scene was 
ephemeral, but spite of being brief, it has left a repertoire of hits enough to continue captivating us, no 
matter how many times we listen to them, we'll never get tired. With an innate musical talent but without 
being a musician technically speaking, it's said by all those who composed music with him, that he was 
able to imagine each single sound in his head, separating them into differnet tracks.

Poland is a land of majestic castles, big lakes, vodka, amber, delicious 
pierogi ... And also the land of NINA HOLY, an alternative model, 
aged 24, who's promoting Poland as the perfect rockabilly ambassador, 
because she's above all, a passionate of this Rock&Roll subculture. But 
it hasn't always been like this. Until she was 17, Nina was more like a 
rebellious punk girl who wasn't really worried about her dressing style. 
But it just happened that one fine day she felt the urge of starting to 
wear dresses, as if her womanliness was coming suddenly to the surfa- 
ce, eager to manifest. And the preference towards a more feminine and 
sensual fashion came together with the interest on Rock & Roll culture 
in general. Nina had found a philosophy of life and the aesthetics which 
were more suitable with what she is nowadays and how she feels. 

Of course, she's found like many other girls, a reference in the fabulous 
figure of BETTIE PAGE. What she mainly admires about her is her most 
fetishist side.

RUPERT ha estado pintando desde que tiene uso de razon. Hasta 
hace poco, ser un artista habia sido siempre una mera aficion a la que 
se dedicaba en su tiempo libre. la idea de pintar chaquetas de piel para 
otra gente surgio durante una conversation con un amigo que siem- 
pre habia querido tener una chaqueta pintada a su gusto. Entonces fue 
cuando Rupert le ofrecio pintar una para el, con la iconica imagen de 
"The Trooper" de IRON MAIDEN, que su colega lucio orgullosamente 
durante un concierto de la banda en Londres con motivo de su gira 
"Back in Time". 

PAINTED LEATHER JACKETS (PLJ) se convirtio entonces en 
una ocupacion profesional al 100% cuando tuvo la ocasion de darse de 
baja voluntariamente en su trabajo en una oficina, recibiendo el dinero 
necesario para comenzar su propio negocio y concentrarse en el debi- 
damente. De eso hace ahora un ano y desde entonces hasta ahora no 
ha parado de recibir encargos. Aunque basado en Londres, Internet ha 
facilitado que PLJ se haya podido anunciar en todo el mundo, recibien- 
do encargos principalmente de USA, Hong Kong y Europa. Aunque mu- 
chos de sus clientes le contactan con una idea clara de lo que desean 
en su mente, en algunas ocasiones Rupert ha colaborado con otros en 
el diseho de una pieza completamente original creada exclusivamente 
para ellos. A veces un cliente tiene un boceto de lo que quiere que solo 
necesita pulirse y perfeccionarse, y en otras ocasiones, Rupert recibe 
ciertas sugerencias y basandose en ellas crea algo completamente de 
cero. En lo que coinciden todos sus clientes es que una vez Mega a 
sus manos, la chaqueta siempre es mas bonita de lo que parecia en 
las fotografias del proceso creativo que habian ido recibiendo mientras 
Rupert la pintaba. Su clientela es tan variada como los distintos estilos 



de los dibujos que pueda pintar en sus chaquetas, aunque es cierto 
que hasta la fecha, la mayor parte de los encargos se han basado en 
portadas de discos de Heavy-Metal o Punk. De todos modos, el boca 
a boca funciona efectivamente, asi que ahora esta captando cada dia 
mas y mas la atencion de otro tipo de publico. Un ejemplo claro y re- 
ciente son los dibujos relacionados con la escena Pin Up. De momento 
ya ha pintado a Miss Jupiter de la pelicula "Watchmen" y por supuesto 
como no, a nuestra querida BETTIE PAGE. Recientemente tambien, ha 
trabajado en la portada 

de "Dracula" con CHRISTOPHER LEE. Ambos campos creativos, 
el de la estetica Pin Up y el de las portadas de peliculas, han su- 
puesto un nuevo y excitante reto para PLJ y definitivamente, veras 
muchos mas disenos relacionados en su catalogo proximamente. 

Para los encargos realizados desde el extranjero, suele enviar las cha- 
quetas bien empaquetadas y por correo aereo, llegando de este modo 
lo antes posible a las manos del cliente. El precio por tener tu chaqueta 
pintada depende de la complejidad del diseno aunque el precio minimo 
suele partir de las 1 00 Libras (1 20 € aprox.) por un diseno simple y algo 
como una manga entera alrededor de las 160 Libras (192 € aprox.) En 
el precio estan incluidos los costes del envio. El precio ademas, no va- 
n'a aunque finalmente se emplee mas tiempo en la realization del sieno 
del que se preveia en un principio. Normalmente debenas enviarle la 
chaqueta a Rupert para que el la pinte, pero quizas no tengas una 
chaqueta todavia y te interese que el mismo te ofrezca una de las que 
suele tener en almacen. En ese caso, te sugerimos que le preguntes 
directamente.

Y te debes estar preguntando.-.^Que materiales se utilizan en el pin- 
tado de las chaquetas? Pintura acrilica, exclusivamente. Se adhiere 
idealmente a la piel y le da un acabado brillante de larga duracion. Aun- 
que la pintura acrilica es soluble en el agua, una vez seca se vuelve re- 
sistente a la misma, asi que no tienes que preocuparte si andando por 
la calle o en un concierto te pilla la lluvia con la chaqueta puesta. Una 
vez seca, la pintura acrilica se vuelve ademas flexible, lo cual funciona 
bien con la piel de la chaqueta que debe moverse una vez puesta. 
Cada diseno se realiza meticulosamente con pincel o aerografo, de- 
pendiendo del efecto que se quiera conseguir. Si bien la parte trasera 
que cubre la espalda, suele ser en la que casi siempre trabaja Rupert, 
cualquier parte de la chaqueta puede ser pintada, eso si, las mangas 
necesitan un cuidado extra puesto que suelen ser mas vulnerables por 
el constante movimiento. 

Hace poco, un cliente pidio tener una imagen de la banda "Social Dis- 
tortion" en un bolso, lo cual ha facilitado que gente de la escena Rocka- 
billy este ahora encargandole este tipo de producto. Como sucede con 
las chaquetas, los bolsos pueden estar pintados con diversos motivos 
y en distintos estilos. Ocasionalmente, tambien ha pintado un par de 
botas de New Rock, y ante el buen resultado obtenido, no estaria de 
mas recibir mas encargos de gente que quiera tener sus zapatos o bo- 
tas pintados. Otros accesorios de piel que se incluiran en breve en su 
catalogo pueden ser cinturones y brazaletes. Aparte de sus trabajos en 
piel, y de nuevo siguiendo el consejo del mismo amigo que le sugiriera 
la idea de pintar chaquetas, Rupert esta ahora pintando sobre lienzo 
todo tipo de iconografia Pop, con lo cual esta ampliando su mercado a 
la vez que disfruta de una nueva aventura creativa.

RUPERT has painted and drawn for as long as 
he can remember. Until recently, being an artist 
was always more of a hobby and something he 
did in his spare time. The idea to paint leather 
jackets for other people first came to him during 
a conversation with a friend who had always 
wanted a painted jacket. Rupert offered to paint 
one for him and the result was Iron Maiden's 
The Trooper which was proudly worn to the 
London date of the band's Somewhere Back In 
Time tour. Painted Leather Jackets (PLJ) 
became a full time occupation when Rupert was 
given the opportunity to take voluntary redun- 
dancy from an office job with enough money 
to set up the business and concentrate on it 
properly. That was a year ago and the com- 
missions have been coming in steadily since 
then. Although based in London, the internet 
has enabled PLJ to advertise around the world. 
Clients have commissioned Rupert to paint their 
jackets from the United States, Hong Kong and 
Europe. 

Although clients often come to Rupert knowing 
exactly what they want on a jacket he has also 
worked with them to design and paint an enti- 
rely custom piece based on their ideas and su- 
ggestions. A custom piece can vary from the 
client having drawn something out and asking 
Rupert to polish it and then paint it, to just ha- 
ving suggestions and Rupert creating an origi- 
nal design from the client's idea. The top hat 
wearing skull with the spanner and crutch was 
a custom creation and he has also designed 
club colours for a Norwegian motorcycle club, 
amongst other designs. The clients are as va- 
ried as the material that they request. Each 
client has their own idea for the perfect painted 



leather jacket but all his clients have said that 
the jackets look so much better in person than 
they did in the photographs sent to them during 
the painting process. Most of the commissions 
so far have been based on punk or heavy metal 
album art. However, as word spreads a wider 
variety of clients are now approaching Rupert 
for work. The newest request has been pinups, 
from the first request for Miss Jupiter from the 
Watchmen movie, to a more recent one for Bet- 
tie Page. Two recent requests, the previously 
mentioned pinup of Bettie Page, and the art 
from Hammer's Dracula film starring Christo- 
pher Lee took Rupert's work in new directions. 

He is keen to paint more pinups and film art- 
work as these are both exciting and challenging 
areas. The Bettie Page painting was also a 
new step as it was a composite of pose, clo- 
thes and facial expression combined to give an 
overall piece that best fitted the jacket on which 
it was painted. Jackets going abroad are well 
packed and sent airmail in order to ensure that 
they get to the customer as quickly as possible. 
Most customers send their jackets to Rupert for 
him to paint although he does sometimes have 
jackets in stock, so it is always worth asking him 
first. 

Talking about prices, a simple design or band 
logo would start at around £100, and a more 
complex piece such as a whole album sleeve 
would be £160, but of course the price also de- 
pends on the complexity of each design. The 
price includes the cost of shipping the jacket 
back to the client and it won't change not even 
if the work took longer than what it was expec- 
ted in principle. And you must be wondering ... 



What kind of materials are used for painting the 
jackets? Rupert works exclusively with acrylic 
paints which stick well to the leather and give a 
bright and long-lasting finish. Although acrylic 
paints are water soluble, once dry they are 
water-proof and so there is no danger of the 
work washing off if the jacket gets wet. All of the 
work is done with either a brush or airbrush, de- 
pending on what the work requires for the right 
effect. When acrylic paint dries it is slightly flexi- 
ble and this works well on a leather jacket that 
needs to move with the wearer. There is no part 
of the jacket that cannot be painted although ex- 
tra care needs to be taken when something is 
painted on the sleeves as this is the most mobi- 
le part of the jacket. 

More recently Rupert has started to paint leather 
handbags as well. This started when a client 
asked for the lettering and image used by Social 
Distortion on their tour backdrop. The lettering 
was put on one side of the bag and the skeleton 
driving a hotrod was painted on the other side. 
Other handbags have been painted as a result 
of this, largely concentrating on rockabilly the- 
mes, although like the work on jackets any the- 
mes and ideas are welcome. Rupert has also 
painted a pair of New Rock boots for a client as 
well, and welcomes the idea of painting more 
shoes / boots or any other leather items such as 
belts or bracelets as well. The friend who started 
all this with the request for The Trooper recently 
asked whether Rupert paints on canvas as well, 
and this has resulted in a new commission. It 
will be interesting to see whether more people 
want album, movie or pinup art on canvas or 
other surfaces such as board as well as on their 
leather jackets or bags. 
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
